PROFESSIONAL STANDARDS 


Ho” far is it proper for an architect to be associated with a firm of building 

contractors ? The answer both of the professional bodies and of 
ARCUK is clear enough. It is disgraceful conduct for an architect to act as a 
builder or as director of a building firm. It would also seem contrary to the 
spirit of the profession’s rules of conduct for an architect to hold shares in a 
building firm or indeed to be financially associated in any way other than as 
employee or consultant. The recent suspension of an architect (reported in 
our issue of October 12) is a reminder that an architect must not be associa‘ed 
with a building firm even though he does not act as architect in respect of any 
of its contracts. 

There is at least one advantage in this rule—no member of the profession 
need have any doubt as to what will be tolerated by the authorities; in this 
respect at least, the architect is spared the necessity of searching his conscience 
in considering what he should or should not do. But it is possible to pay too 
high a price for this certainty, and the value of this rule has lately been called 
in question with the result that the RIBA is considering the possibility of allow- 
ing architects to join in speculative teams for the supply of ‘all-in’ or compre- 
hensive services. 

Some members of the profession are perhaps in no doubt as to what the 
RIBA’s decision should be. They would say that it is incompatible with the 
dignity of the profession and its responsibilities to the public for architects to 
have this kind of connection with building firms. They may be right, but the 
proposition is far from self-evident. The dignity of a profession depends on 
its traditions of service and the integrity of its members rather than upon an 
Olympian aloofness from the world of commerce. This has been demonstrated 
by the civil engineers who are permitted to hold key posts in contracting firms. 
The example of the civil engineers also shows that it is possible to combine 
professional integrity and service to the public with a financial stake in the 
execution of the contract. 

Is there then anything in the position of the architect which demands a 
stricter rule of conduct ? The answer to this question depends on a considera- 
tion of the functions of the architect. His first function is, of course, the design 
of the building and the drawing up of the specification. He will then in all 
probability advise the client on the selection of firms from whom tenders are 
to be invited. On the other hand, it is by no means clear that it is essential 
in the client’s interests that he should employ an independent architect. In 
fact, there is nothing at present to prevent him from inviting one or more 
building firms to design a building and to submit estimates of cost. If he does 
so, he may indirectly have the benefit of the services of qualified architects 
employed by the firms concerned. So far then, it can hardly be said that the 
interests of the public would be jeopardised by allowing architects to act as 
directors of building firms or to join in speculative teams. 

The matter does not, however, end there. When a building contract has 
been signed, the architect usually undertakes the very important duty of super- 
vising the contract works including any extras, and he will also have the responsi- 
bility of certification. In his capacity of supervisor, the architect acts as the 
agent of the owner. In law, the architect also acts as agent when issuing 
interim certificates although he must act fairly towards the contractor. At the 
stage of final certification, the architect ceases to be an agent at all and must 
act in a kind of judicial capacity. The importance of these services to the 
building owner is considerable, and it would be virtually impossible for an 
architect associated with a building firm to carry them out in relation to any 
of that firm’s contracts. The building owner who invites a firm of contractors 
to design a building for him deprives himself of this independent supervision. 
It may be said that it is for the building owner to make his own choice and 
that no one else is concerned, but that would perhaps be an over-simplification. 
It could be argued on the other side that it is essential, in the interests of archi- 
tects who remain in private practice, that the reputation of the profession should 
be beyond all doubt; that there must not be the slightest suspicion that an 
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architect may have a financial stake in a building firm. 


In other words, that 


the architect must not only be impartial, but that he must be seen to be impartial. 


The choice before the RIBA is a difficult one. 


The immediate question 


before the Institute is whether architects should be permitted to join in specu- 
lative teams, but their decision on this point is bound to affect the question as to 
how far architects can properly enter into other financial relationships with 


building firms. 


Underlying these issues, however, is an even deeper question. 


Is the profession to continue to insist by rigid rules of conduct that it shall be 
plain to the world at large that the architect occupies an absolutely independent 
position 2? Or shall the profession run the risk of a possible loss of prestige 
in order to establish freedom to experiment ? Clearly, the Institute’s decision 
may well affect the whole future of the profession for better or for worse, and 
they have undoubtedly acted wisely in referring the matter to the appropriate 
committees for study rather than to attempt to come to a quick decision.

Notes of the Week 


Coventry Resurgent 


fo stand on the windswept concrete 

of the nave floor as the eye traced 
the subtle outline of a substructure poised 
and waiting for the great Cathedral it has 
been designed to carry, was the best of 
all preparation for the news, given in 
Coventry that same afternoon last week, 
that the contract for the completion of 
the main building had been placed. 


Considerable progress has already been 
made. Crypt and undercroft are now 
virtually complete, and this makes it 
possible to assess the value of the serrated 
plan of the main nave walls which has 
been designed to allow the light from the 
successive bays to be cast towards the 
High Altar. Modest in height as are the 
undercroft windows in comparison with 
what the great nave windows will be, it is 
already clear that visually and dramati- 
cally Mr. Spence’s plan is going to come 
off. His decision to introduce a finish, 
probably plaster, lighter than the Holling- 
ton stone originally proposed and not in 
competition with the stained glass, should 


ensure the success of an idea which has 
governed the whole conception of the 
cathedral; tonal contrast will be provided 
by infilling the internal vault with timber 
slats in lamella pattern. 


The Cost of Delay 


THE CONTRACT has been negotiated, on 
a measured bill of quantities, with 
Messrs. John Laing and Son, Ltd., who 
have carried out the substructure. It is 
a sad commentary on the rising cost of 
building that the value of the two con- 
tracts for foundations and crypt and for 
the superstructure is, at approximately 
£887,000, already £86,000 over the 
original estimate which included the 
Guild Chapel, the choir practice rooms, 
the Chapel of Unity and the Christian 
Service Unit—four elements which must 
be the subject of additional and later 
contracts. Had it been possible to take 
advantage of the comparative inactivity 
of the stone quarries five years ago, many 
thousands of pounds must have been 
saved. We must hope there will be no 
undue delay in building these additional 
parts for, architecturally as well as for 
their own purposes, they are much needed

President's Flying Start 


THE NEW SESSION of the RIBA gct 
away to a flying start with the Presidenti: | 
inaugural address. Mr. Kenneth Cross s 
wise and witty remarks, beautifully put 
over, were well received by a larg:

over and much to ponder about; hi; 
address (reported in our last issue) onl, 
confirms the view held by those whx« 
know him and his work over many year 
that their confidence in his abilities tc 
guide the Institute in what may well be« 
a critical period in its development is noi 
going to be misplaced. Especially 
important were his remarks about the 
major question which the RIBA must 
answer — and answer promptly: Is the 
RIBA to become a Commonwealth of 
architects or remain as a society revolving 
largely round the United Kingdom? Mr. 
Cross left no doubt in his audience’s mind 
that he believes in a policy of expansion 
which shall weld the architectural pro- 
fession of whatever Commonwealth 
country into one united force. He did 
not mention the allied problem of 
‘recognition’ of the Commonwealth 
schools of architecture, but cannot have 
failed to appreciate that the finding of a 
solution to this admittedly difficult prob- 
lem is a matter vital to success of the 
wider venture. 


Supporting speeches were of a remark- 
ably high standard. Mr. Bull, the 
Surveyors’ new president, did enough to 
show that the RICS is clearly in for a 
good year, and Mr. Gontran Goulden 
gave further proof of the fact that he is 
in the first flight of architect speakers. 
Deputising at very short notice for Sir 
Percy Thomas, he managed to be both 
informative and stimulating; to say that 
he is a ‘ very good turn’ is to run the risk 
of being thought to suggest that he says 
nothing wittily. That would be far from 
the truth. The AA, of which he is presi- 
dent, is also in for an obviously lively 
and purposeful session. 


Mr. Cross acted as an admirable com- 
pere to the additional business—the 
unveiling of the portrait of the past- 
president, Mr. Aslin; the award of town 
planning distinctions to Messrs. Johnson 
Blackett, J. L. Martin, Peter Shepheard 
and L. Hugh Wilson; and the presentation 
of the London Architecture Medal for 
the SE Passenger Building at London 
Airport to Mr. Frederick Gibberd. The 
presidential portrait, by Mr. Gwynne- 
Jones, was unfinished at the time of its 
unveiling, but is unlikely to give universal 
satisfaction. Its subject, however, had so 
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clearly enjoyed the pro- 
cess of being painted 
that something can be 
placed on the credit 
side.

Modular Society AGM 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of the 
Modular Society Ltd., held on Novem- 
ber 7, was a lively affair. Some fifty odd 
members of all categories attended, and 
the formal business was carried through 
without delay. Sir Alfred Bossom, the 
President, was indisposed and the chair 
was taken by Mr. W. A. Balmain; Sir 
Alfred was re-elected, however, along 
with all the council members who were 
retiring at the end of their term. William 
Allen, of the BRS, who was co-opted 
during the past session, and R. T. 
Walters, were also elected to the council. 
At the end of the formal proceedings 
Peter Gardiner spoke on the industry’s 
attitude to the adovtion of the four-inch 
module, pressing for action. The chair- 
man welcomed his attitude and suggested 
that the report of his committee would 
bear that out. 

The significant difference of this AGM 
to the previous ones was that there was 
a small exhibition of the products of the 
industrial members, of which ‘there is 
some note elsewhere. There were, in 
fact, twenty-six exhibits, not all of 
which appeared at first sight, to be of 
direct modular importance. 

Conversation, discussion and argu- 
ment were assisted by coffee and sand- 
wiches, and there is no doubt that all 
members found the evening of the 
greatest interest. Perhaps the experiment 
will be repeated, perhaps a Modular 
Centre will apvear in London—when the 
Society has sufficient financial backing 
and the 4-inch module becomes official.

STIMULATING CONTEMPORARY 
SHOW 


THIs Exhibition (at the Building 

Centre until November 30) is an 
excellent one from several points of 
view. As a national survey of buildings 
erected since 1950, it is of digestiole size: 
the context and background (here very 
important) are established by just 
enough historical buildings; and _ the 
mounting, like most of the buildings 
shown, combines directness with a 
notable elegance and fastidiousness of 
detail. Like the exotic ingredients of a 
well-flavoured meal, examples of the 
actual materials in common use are 
included—particularly ceramics typical of 
the national taste and aptitude for colour. 
This is well brought out in the beautiful 
detail colour-photographs accompanying 
most projects, together with clear, 
diagrammatic plans. 

Apart from its intrinsic interest, the 
show is a timely corollary to the RA’s 
Exhibition of Portuguese Art, and 
(though less directly) its acclimatisation 
in the Brazilian Architecture Exhibition. 
Both were mentioned here, the former as 
illustrating the subtle individuality of 
Portuguese Baroque, and the latter the 
way the Brazilians seem to be paying 
regard to such root-stocks without 
actually grafting upon them. 

The Portuguese are evidently at similar 
pains wisely to preserve the continuity. 
This seemed to me most successful in the 
domestic section, in private residences 
and, to some extent, in official housing. 
The apartment houses are _ perhaps 
inevitably more _ internationalist in 
formula, being more susceptible to con- 
structional than local or vernacular con- 
siderations. There is, however, charac- 
teristically a concise and explicit quality 
about them—which in one case owned 
something to the sensible acceptance of 
internal plumbing, with benefit both to 
plan and elevation! 

Of the public and larger buildings, it 
may be said that the approach is a little 
less assured; possibly commerce obtrudes 
a little. A pre-1950 building—Lisbon’s 
Mint, regarded as marking the advent of 
the modern movement—shows strikingly 
how rapidly the Portuguese have assimi- 
lated the idiom and forged ahead. 
Buildings for sport—particularly Lisbon’s 
Northern Stadium and a swimming pool 
at Estoril—are welcome contributions to 
a neglected branch of architecture, and 
an interesting Market Place (Ovar) is 
excellent both in ambience and land- 
scaping as well as architectural treatment. 
There are some elegant and well-dressed 
shops, such as the ‘Ramp’ and a book- 
shop in Lisbon. 

The exhibition goes to Glasgow before 
returning home to Lisbon. where it has 
not vet been seen—a compliment to this 
country which I hove will receive full and 
tangible recognition. In the absence of 
a catalogue, more detailed treatment, 
and the names of the architects con- 
cerned, is impracticable. This, I under- 
stand. is due to another example of 
stupidity by our own Customs officials.

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The Royal Institute 
THE INAUGURAL MEETING 


JFOLLOWING are extracts from the 

proceeaings following the President's 
Inaugural Adaaress to the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, on November 6. 

Proposing the vote of thanks to Mr. 
Kenneth M. B. Cross, the President, MR. 
W. E. A. BULL (President RICS) said 
that it was a very happy thought of Mr. 
Cross to have invited a member of the 
surveyors’ profession to propose this vote 
of thanks, and it illustrated, he thought, 
that confidence in the future for which 
architects were renowned. His own 
rather hard-bitten profession would never 
for one moment have considered entrust- 
ing the task of having the first crack at 
the Presidential Address to anyone who 
was not under the direct control of the 
profession’s Practice Committee! 

‘I was indeed most interested to hear 
of your wide alliance with the allied 
societies in the Commonwealth and 
throughout the world,’ continued Mr. 
Bull. ‘If I may, I should like to con- 
gratulate you on them. Not only are 
they of great importance to your own 
profession, but they are of importance 
to all the people of the United Kingdom. 
When our association of free peoples is 
under the great strain it is at the present 
time of trying to maintain our working 
arrangements in a world in which friend- 
ships of that kind are under constant and 
insidious attack from forces of destruc- 
tion, the contacts which professions can 
make with their professional brethren in 
the Commonwealth and throughout the 
world have a significance far beyond 
their immediate purpose. I wish you all 
success possible in your attempts to 
devise machinery for effective consulta- 
tions with your sister societies, and I 
hope that your visit overseas which you 
forecast will indeed come to fruition. I 
am sure that you will find a very great 
welcome there for you. Our own 
President visited Africa last year, and he 
had a welcome which was quite over- 
whelming. Indeed, he said that on one 
occasion it was literally overwhelming 
when he was staying in a bungalow in 
Kenya and had a bath in water drawn 
from a hippo pool which he thought was 
unoccupied at the time! ’ 

In conclusion, the sneaker said, ‘ You 
singularly failed, sir, in the task which 
you set yourself of concealing the 
manner of man that you are; urbane and 
friendly, widely travelled and worldly 
wise, and comprehensively skilled in the 
practice of your art. I am quite sure 
that no one of vour members here to- 
night who has heard your address is 
otherwise tlian completely convinced that 
they have made the right choice of 
President this year.’ 

Mr. GONTRAN GOULDEN, TD, ARIBA, 
(President, Architectural Association) 
seconding, said: ‘I personally know 
Mr. Cross as a very civilised person, as 
the proposer of this vote of thanks has 
already suggested. Did he not mention 
wine twice in his address? Did he not 
speak French? I know him also as a 
robust public speaker, as anybody who

heard him at the unveiling of the Nash 
Memorial will confirm. He was fairly 
audible without loudspeakers at Oxford 
Circus! As chairman did he not break 
all records at his first Council meeting by 
getting through the agenda in fifty 
minutes, with the result—l hope I am 
not betraying any Council secrets—that 
one member at to-day’s meeting of 
Council asked for some time to find the 
place in his papers! ’ 

He (Mr. Goulden) would like to say 
how very strongly he agreed with Mr. 
Cross about the importance of the archi- 
tect being the head of a building team. 
He implied that the architect must lead 
all the people who were on the job, and 
that he must know enough about their 
jobs in order to supervise and to know 
that the work was being properly done. 
‘I think it goes beyond that, because I 
believe that technical training is not 
enough. If all his technical training is to 
be used to its fullest, the architect must 
be a leader, and the training of leaders 
is as important as the training of 
technicians in the architectural profes- 
sion, Mr. Goulden added. 


The Presidential Portrait 


In unveiling the presidential portrait of 
Mr. C. H. Aslin, OBE, THE PRESIDENT 
said: ‘Our kindly, forthright Past-Presi- 
dent is, I am sure, well known to you all 
not only as one who imperturbably 


guided our business for two years, but 


also as the architect to the Hertfordshire 
County Council, where he has _ been 
responsible for between 150 and 200 new 
schools since 1945. No mention of the 
activities of our Past-President would be 
complete without reference to the very 
popular Mrs. Aslin who graced so many 
of our social functions with her charming 
presence.’ 

The portrait having been unveiled, Mr. 
ASLIN replied felicitously, and Mr. A. 
GwynneE-JoNES, ARA_ (the painter), 
responded: ‘Mr. Aslin,’ he said, ‘is 
obviously such a very nice man, for 
having one’s portrait painted is a very 
grim business. Nice people remain nice 
and less nice people become appreciably 
less nice! I much enjoyed painting his 
picture.’ 

Next came the presentation of the 
London Architecture Medal, for the best 
building of 1955, to Mr. Frederick 
Gibberd, CBE, FRIBA. ‘ We are,’ said 
Mr. Cross, ‘ proud of our airport build- 
ings and of the architect, Mr. Frederick 
Gibberd, and may I say that the decision 
of the jury in the matter was unanimous.’ 

After accepting the medal, Mr. 
GIBBERD said: ‘On this occasion it is 
customary for the architect to pay tribute 
to all those who have helped to produce 
the building, and this rather bewilders me 
because so many were involved. I think 
that I should begin with Sir Alfred le 
Maitre. He has the mysterious desig- 
nation “CGS” which means, as far as 
I am concerned, that he ironed out all the 
impossible snags with remarkable speed 
and a picturesque vocabulary! Amongst 
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the Ministry’s many backroom boys | 
should like to mention Mark Colbeck ani 
John Ivimy, because they had the task cf 
feeding us with information, and were 
sympathetic to my remark, “It will loo< 
better this way!” Mr. John Moncu,, 
Director of Works for Civil Aviation, wes 
responsible for construction, and we hai 
a happy time working with him and hs 
staff. there were three very distinguishe | 
consulting engineers: Sir Williar 
Halcrow and Partners, G. H. Buckle an} 
Partners, and Ewbank and Partners, Lt . 
E. C. Harris and Partners were the 
Quantity Surveyors... Messrs. Taylcr 
Woodrow, Ltd., built speedily, they buit 
without argument, and they built wel. 
What more can an architect say? Tht 
we are now involved together in an ever 
larger scheme is proof of our regard fcr 
each other. 


‘So many experts worked on this 
building that there might have been 1 
danger of us all forgetting what it was 
all about; but in the background we 
always had Sir John D’Albiac, the Aero- 
drome Commandant, to remind us that 
it had one sole function and that was 
to enable people to travel comfortably 
and with pleasure. Lastly I should like 
to thank the architects who worked on 
the scheme with me, and in particular 
my partner, Robert Double, and my 
associate, George Dunton. We all 
enjoyed very much producing this build- 
ing, and we only hope that when we 
finish the next building at London Air- 
port the Selection Committee will be as 
enlightened as this one has been!’ 


Speaking on behalf of the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, the 
Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. J. D. 
PRroFuMo, OBE, MP, said what a great 
pleasure it had been to listen to the Presi- 
dential Address. Turning to the subject 
of the award, he said: ‘I think that 
when one asks an architect to take on 
the job of designing a building there are 
two things which one hopes to achieve. 
The first is that the results will be within 
the estimate which is given at the begin- 
ning, and the second is that the building 
will fulfil the functions for which you 
have asked for a design. You may know 
that in 1952 the estimate for the SE 
Building, as it was called, was over £2 
million. Although all the bills have not 
yet been paid, I think there is reason to 
believe that the final cost may be some- 
thing like £1,800,000, which is about 8 per 
cent. less than the estimate. I think that 
from the taxpayers’ point of view it is a 
most remarkable achievement. 

Mr. A. J. HILL, managing director, 
Messrs. Taylor Woodrow Construction 
Co., Ltd., said that his firm, as the con- 
tractors, had naturally been very proud 
to have constructed this outstanding 
building, and he could safely say on 
behalf of all the men employed there that 
they felt the same.

Leadership in Building 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR.—Thank you for The Builder of 

November 2 which must be one of 
the most interesting and _ stimulating 
editions ever published. 


How very significant and, indeed, 
exciting it is when Mr. Howitt, a vice- 
president of the RIBA, president of the 
Manchester Society of Architects and 
City Architect of Manchester, betrays 
fears that all is not well with the profes- 
sional status of the architect. He says, 
‘my view is that the architect as the 
leader must come to accept overall re- 
sponsibility for the work of the team he 
leads.” What a dreadful contradiction in 
terms this statement is! Surely, if a 
leader has not already accepted overall 
responsibility in assuming leadership he 
is merely a charlatan clinging to a title not 
rightly his. But Mr. Howitt continues: 
* The acceptance of that responsibility is, 
in my humb!e opinion, the price we must 
pay if we are to maintain our leadership.’ 
Undoubtedly, Mr. Howitt has seen the 
writing on the wall. The past correspon- 
dence in your columns casting grave 
doubts upon the validity of the architect 
as leader of the building team has regis- 
tered at a very high level indeed. 


In your leading article you quote a 
Royal Gold Medallist as holding the 
opinion that ‘the architect of the future 
—if he wants to rise to the top again— 
will be forced by the trend of events to 
draw closer once more to building pro- 
duction.’ The inference is most obvious 
that the architect, in the view of those 
who are able to see reality, is not the 
leader at all. 


The need for building projects to be 
organised and executed by a building 
team is essential and, inevitably, a team 
must have a leader even though he may 
be only ‘ first amongst equals.’ The leader- 
ship need not necessarily be established 
but may be fluid, depending where the 
emphasis lies in the particular job under 
consideration. If the main and primary 
consideration in a given project is that 
it shall have an artistic appearance, then 
the other team members must allow the 
architect to assume temporary leadership 
and be willing to co-operate. But if the 
outstanding consideration is cost, then 
the team members must give first place 
to the quantity surveyor and work under 
his direction. This is, surely, realistic and 
putting first things first—that is the pro- 
duction of a first-class and efficient build- 
ing for the client. 


In mentioning the subject of cost, the 
need for co-operation and teamwork is 
revealed very clearly in the discussion 
reported on another page in the same 
issue of The Builder. It is unfortunate 
that the term ‘elemental bill’ has been 
coined because it is a very intriguing 
term and liable to become a ‘catch- 
phrase’ when, in fact, it is a misnomer. 
The orthodox bill of quantities is more 
correctly described as an ‘ elemental bill.’ 
The so-called ‘elemental bill’ is merely 
a bill divided into certain ‘sections’ to 
aid cost analysis. If the building profes- 


sional team worked as a team here is an 
instance where the quantity surveyor 
would assume leadership. It is complete 
nonsense for Mr. West to say that cost 
elements ‘ must be such as the architect 
could manipulate when he was designing 
the building.’ 


I do not wish to be unkind or facetious 
but I assert that the architect left to him- 
self would not know how to handle these 
cost elements. He wou!d be compelled to 
call in a quantity surveyor, and a quan- 
tity surveyor of experience does not need 
an elemental bill to analyse the cost of a 
job. Why Mr. Nisbet should be in any 
way concerned about the preparation of 
a ‘ reverse abstract’ I do not know, for it 
is Simplicity itself, besides being com- 
pletely flexible and adaptable to the par- 
ticular requirements of the job in hand. 
After all the hue and cry about ‘ele- 
mental bills’ the poverty of the con- 
ception is revealed in Mr. Nisbet’s sum- 
mary of the chief advantages. 


_(i) ‘It provided a simple cost analy- 
Sis aS soon as a tender was received.’ 
(What use is it at this stage?) 


(ii) ‘The quantities could be related 
to the drawings, with consequent ad- 
vantages to both architect and builder.’ 
(What happened to the specification?) 


I think we may dismiss elemental bills 
as something which may constitute an 
interesting diversion for Ministry officials 
but which is not likely to commend itself 
to the practical solution to tendering 
already brought to a high degree of per- 
fection in the orthodox bill of quantities. 


In conclusion, it is noteworthy that G. 
Szmak, of the American Construction 
Surveyors’ Institute, strongly advocates 
that the American building industry 
should adopt something which very 
closely resembles our orthodox bill of 
quantities in order to overcome the 
tendency for costs to get out of control 
on building projects let under the present 
American system. This is very significant 
after all that has been said by the Pro-

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ductivity Team in their report about the 
British system being too detailed and 
requiring too much time in preparation. 


But Mr. Szmak will, inevitably, mee:

leadership is discarded as completely out- 
moded by present-day problems and th: 
team works flexibly and efficiently to th:

GIR, read your report of Mr 

Leonard C. Howitt’s Presidentia: 
Address to the Manchester Society o 
Architects [The Builder, November 2 
with very great interest. May I com 
ment on his suggestion that the ele 
vational designs of chartered architect: 
should be subjected to no other contro 
under the Town and Country Planning 
Acts than that of co-ordination with 
others where they form part of some 


comprehensive development? (I note. 
by the way, that Mr. Howitt 
distinguishes in other contexts between 
chartered architects and _ registered 


architects, but I take it that he would 
exempt the work of the latter as well.) 

No one knows with any certainty 
what proportion of the total of building 
work is carried out by architects, but, 
if one puts it at 30 per cent., the remain- 
ing 70 per cent., which is mostly the 


work of engineers, surveyors and 
builders would, if Mr. Howitt’s sug- 
gestion were adopted, stand to be 


regularly shot at. Much of this more 
than passes muster, and I am pretty sure 
that those engineers, surveyors and 
builders who maintain a _ reasonably 
good standard of design would strongly 
resent being automatically classed with 
the goats, and vigorous objections from 
these quarters could be expected in the 
event of any attempt to modify the Town 
and Country Planning Acts on the lines 
suggested by Mr. Howitt. 

There will be general agreement with 
Mr. Howitt’s claim that the ‘ illiterate 
eyesore’ should be ‘disciplined out of 
possible existence,’ and there ought not to 
be any difficulty in deciding about such 
work, but any degree of aesthetic control 
beyond this is bound to cause trouble and 
I would be prepared to trust to improved 
architectural education and public taste 
to solve the problem.

Elemental Bills 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—May I venture a proposition for 
the consideration of those interested 
in this controversy? 


1. The fundamental fallacy of a system 
of cost planning of buildings on the basis 
of elemental bills is that, after consider- 
able elaboration of bills of quantities, it 
elevates the details of a single tender, 
usually the lowest, to the importance of 
vital statistics, when in practice such de- 
tails can be of limited value only, and 
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can provide—when employed piecemeal, 
at other times, for other schemes, for the 
compilation of estimates for comparison 
with other tenders — estimating data no 
more reliable than that ordinarily 
employed without the said elaboration of 
the bills of quantities. 


2. To put it differently, the term 
‘cost’ element is a delusive misnomer. 
Tie element ascertained has for its sole 
bisis the speculation of a particular esti- 
nator as to the rates at which his own 
0 ganisation would be able to undertake a 
pirt of the work required. Now it is an 
a vkward fact that, as between different 
fi-ms, actual site costs, techniques of cost 
rcording, and techniques of pricing 
tenders vary greatly, since the only 
c iterion of success in tendering is an 
a lequate overall lump sum. It follows 
tl at the statistics obtained by breaking 
dwn this or that tender are in themselves 
o such uncertain value for future use as 
tc constitute an end hardly worth the 
continuous employment of an elaborate 
a ialytical process. 


3. The sponsors of the ‘cost’ plan- 
nng method which stems from Ministry 
o Education Building Bulletin No. 4, 
‘ost Study,’ possibly see their system as 
a counterpart of the valuable cost- 
a-counting techniques used in workshop 
eigineering. The resemblance is super- 
ficial and very misleading, for ihe pro- 
cesses for forecasting the cost of work to 
be carried out in factory conditions by 
the same organisation can have little in 
common with the forecasting of the prob- 
able lowest tender for building work that 
will be received from several different 
firms of contractors. 


4. It seems probable that the rather 
surprising growth of the cost analysis 
mistique is due to the fact that the 
fallacy I postulate is less evident to 
administrators and architects than to 
quantity surveyors and builders. We 
have already reached a stage where 
applicants for quantity surveying posts 
with education authorities are invited 
to state their experience in cost analysis, 
as if there were here some vast new field 
of technology. One might well wonder 
who is kidding whom at the interviews. 
Possibly the candidate will say that it is 
impossible for architects to design 
economically if they are not cost-analysis 
conscious, that elaborate bills are just as 
easy to prepare as and no more expen- 
sive than simple ones, and that builders’ 
estimators prefer them, and the inter- 
viewer, if he has glanced through Bulletin 
No. 4, may perhaps be very relieved to 
hear that this is the case and give the 
applicant full marks! 


5. Of course one must accent that the 
Ministry of Education—as the central 
financing body for the construction of 
arge numbers of standard-use buildings 
5y many agencies—is fully entitled to 
compile its statistics and to make recom- 
nendations on them. It is rather less 
clear how the Ministry became a com- 
petent body to instruct surveyors how to 
proceed to measure and architects how 
to set about design. 


6. The predominant purpose of bills 
of quantities is to obtain competitive 
tenders on a uniform basis quickly. It 


is too easily overlooked that when six 
firms have prepared a tender for one 
project, five have laboured in vain. It 
follows that there is a duty on architects 
and surveyors to keep the tendering 
process as simple as it is possible to 
make it. 

Let not the analysis-for-all boys be too 
eager to ram elemental bills down our 
throats! If their precepts, where they 
have been put into practice, should make 
two blades of grass grow where only one 
grew before, the world will undoubtedly 
beat a path to their door.

The ‘Rotapark’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—Your admirable. though brief, 
ae ‘ . 

report on the ‘ Rotapark’ car park 
does not mention the most important 
factor in car parking from the customer’s 
point of view, namely, time taken to park 
and unpark his car. 


From the description, it would appear 
that with ten storeys, each holding 32 
parked cars, each of the four lifts deals 
with 80 cars. As a lift can only transport 
one car at a time and. because of the 
weight carried, would travel fairly 
slowly, it seems certain that the average 
time taken to park or unpark one car 
would be not less than one and a half 
minutes. As most of the cars would pre- 
sumably be ‘all day’ parkers, there 
would be the normal morning and even- 
ing rush, so that, allowing for time taken 
to revolve all or any of the floors, and 
for one quarter of the customers arriving 
at about the same time, it could take 
anything up to 30 minutes to get a car 
out. 


One also wonders how a car is re- 
trieved when there is a mechanical or 
electronic breakdown.

Further land was bought 

to prevent building opposite, and recently, when it was 

decided to build a new house on the ground recently 

acquired, the owner was prevented under Town Plan- 

ning regulations forbidding further development along 
the’ road. 

The only alternative, therefore, was to enlarge the 
existing house, never conceived as a part of a larger one, 
and certain difficulties arose as the pond was in the way 
of direct extensions. Furthermore, it was essential not 
to encroach on the land scheduled as open space. 

The solution as built gives a remarkably workable 
plan, as the bedrooms and bathroom are well isolated 
from the living quarters. It will be seen that the ‘ old’ 
unit has been converted into a suite of bedrooms and the 
new part into living-room, kitchen and dining-room. | 

It is ‘all electric’ for heating and cooking. The 
main sources are ‘ Thermovents”’ which have been 
found particularly suitable in other Colt houses. Floor 
heating was considered, but as the old part has solid 
floors, it was thought inadvisable to have two entirely 
different forms of heating in one house. 

The bedrooms are designed as bed-sitting-rooms to 
increase the apparent size of the house. The main 
bathroom is designed as a dressing-cum-bathroom.

The small spare room with own bathroom 
could be used by a resident housekeeper, 
and there is remaining space at the back 
to add on a small kitchen and sitting-room 
if need be. 


The cloakroom is designed as a three- 
purpose room, first as an indoor toilet, 
secondly as a most needed flower room, and, 
thirdly, to house two cats in a heated 
cupboard with direct access through their 
own door under the seat in the porch. 


The kitchen is small, it houses a 
refrigerator incorporating deep freeze, 
fan ventilation, fuse gear in easy accessible 
positions, point for iron, etc. A separate 
water heater for the sink is underneath. 
All the piping is plastic, which is being 
used for the first time in a domestic house 
as the water being heated electrically 
can be controlled to keep within the 
limited temperature allowed for these 
pipes. There is also a dustbin accessible 
from outside for clearing and for filling 
by raising part of the work top table. 


The furnishing and decorative scheme 
was devised by Heal and Son, Ltd., in 
collaboration with the owner.

The roof is pre-cast reinforced concrete 
beam construction, prestressed where 
spans exceed 20 ft. Insulation is provided

thickness and the roof is covered with three layers 
of bituminous felt finished with white spar chippings. 
The windows are purpose-made metal; those to the 
larger rooms are generally vertical centre-pivot-hung, 
while the smaller rooms generally have the horizontal 
centre-pivot-hung types. 

Doors are flush with painted plywood faces, resin 
bonded where used externally. The entrance doors 
and the doors opening on to the terraces from the 
observation wards, dayrooms and common room, are

Wall finishes are generally two-coat plaster with 
*“Keenes’ cement angles. One wall of the entrance 
lobby which incorporates the foundation stone is 
faced with Westmorland green slate, and the entrance 
hall bay wall is covered with vertical Agba boarding. 
White glazed tiled areas are provided in local positions 
behind sanitary fittings and sterilisers. The sluice 
room has a terrazzo dado all round, 4 ft. 6 in. high. 
The ceiling finishes are generally two-coat plaster 
with vermiculite plaster in the kitchen, bathrooms 
and clinical room as a protection against excessive 
condensation. Acoustic tiles of perforated fibre- 
board are used in the insulin rooms, ECT treatment 
and recovery rooms, the special single bedrooms and 
the ab-reaction room.

rooms, common rooms, dining-rooms, treatment 
room and duty rooms.

tes original pavilion was reduced by fire to a shell 

in July, 1954, but the two shower rooms at 
either end were sufficiently undamaged to warrant 
incorporation in the rebuilding scheme. 

The London Hospital Medical College require- 
ments were for up-to-date changing, plunge bath and 
shower accommodation for ‘away’ and ‘home’ 
teams, and to a smaller scale a similar provision for 
women students. They also wished to foster social 
recreation and to this end a large first floor lounge 
allows for social functions, refreshments being pro- 
vided by a well equipped kitchen. There is also a 
bar, having its own circulation space, and accessible 
either direct from the head of the stairs or the lounge. 

The building is sited in the centre of 13 acres of 
playing fields, and is approached by a drive directly 
off the North Circular Road at Walthamstow. The 
reinforced concrete first floor slab was extended as a 


balcony, one end of which houses a score box and the 
opposite end gives on to an observation room 
commanding views over the cricket, rugby and hockey 
pitches and providing cover against inclement 
weather. 

The construction is conventional brick load bearing 
walls and piers, with concrete ground and first floors. 
A modified TDA truss gives an asymmetrical section 
that provides shelter over the balcony: the roof is 
covered with shingles on battens, with glass wool 
insulation. 

Apart from the entrance hall and staircase the 
whole of the ground floor is fair face brickwork 
decorated with emulsion paint; floors generally are 
granolithic except in the shower space which has a 
special non-slip grooved quarry tiles. The plunge 
baths have a waterproof cement screed and are lined 
with external type glazed tiles; the shower room walls

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COVENTRY CATHEDRAL 
RECONSTRUCTION 


Completion Date Now Foreseeable 


HE Coventry Cathedral Recon- 
struction Committee has accepted the 
tender of Messrs. John Laing and Son, 
Ltd., of London, NW7, in a sum of 
£791,000 for building the superstructure 
of the nave of the new cathedral 
together with the internal vault and the 
porch linking the new building to the 
ruins of the old St. Michael’s. The con- 
tractors are planning to complete the 
work within a period of five years from 
the date of commencement; they have 
been the contractors responsible for the 
building of the foundations which have 
now been completed up to and including 
the nave floor. This new contract will 
be a continuation of the work they have 
already started and, when finished, will 
complete the main part of the new 
building. 


Change in Internal Finishes 


The exterior of the cathedral will be 
built in Hollington stone, but the archi- 
tect, ‘Professor Basil Spence, ARA, has 
recommended that stone should not be 
used in the interior but a lighter finish, 
such as plaster, which would set off to 
greater advantage the stained glass 
windows recently on exhibition at the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. The com- 
mittee has given this modification its 
approval, and also has approved Profes- 
sor Spence’s recommendation that the 
internal vault should be infilled with rich 
timber slats. 

The cost of the great glass screen to 
form the ‘ West’ wall of the cathedral, on 
which designs by Mr. John Hutton will be 
engraved, is provided for in the contract 
now to be placed. The cost of the great 
tapestry, which will hang on the ‘East’ 
wall, designed by Mr. Graham Suther- 
land, is being defrayed by an anonymous 
donor and war damage compensation will 
pay for the ten stained glass windows in 
the nave designed and made by the Royal 
College of Art. 


Buildings Outside the Contract 


The Reconstruction Committee has 
decided, at this stage, not to enter into 
a contract for the building of the Guild 
Chapel or the choir practice rooms. Con- 
tracts for these two buildings may be 
placed whilst the construction of the nave 
is in progress. The Chapel of Unity and 
the Christian Service Centre buildings 
are a matter for separate consideration 
by the reconstruction committee. The 
funds from which this Chapel and 
Centre will be built are entirely indepen- 
dent of the war damage claim and money 
specifically donated to the reconstruction 
fund for the building of the cathedral. 
This independent fund is held jointly by 
4 council composed half of Anglican and 
nalf of Free Church members with the 
Bishop as chairman. The Chapel of 
Jnity will be built, but this joint council 
s to give further consideration to the 
>hapel before the reconstruction com- 
nittee enters into a contract. 

The reconstruction committee has not, 
t this stage, given consideration to the 


furnishings in the cathedral. It is hoped 
that individual donors will be pleased to 
provide for the cost of various items such 
as the high altar, the pulpit, the lectern, 
the choir stalls, the font, and seating 
generally. Provision has been made for 
the organ mainly by the very generous 
gift from the Canadian College of 
Organists. 


Additional information was given at a 
Press conference in Coventry’ on 
November 8 by the Bishop of Coventry, 
the Provost, the architect, the secretary of 
the reconstruction committee (Capt. 
N. T. Thurston) and Sir Fordham 
Flower, chairman of the reconstruction 
committee. 


Building will now go ahead ‘at full 
steam’ and it is expected that the build- 
ing will be ready for the conduct of 
services within five years. The present 
contract excludes the Guild Chapel and 
the choir practice rooms and also the 
Chapel of Unity and the Christian Service 
Centre (both to be built from funds inde- 
pendent of the war damage claim). 
About £96,000 has already been spent on 
the crypt and foundations, and the 
present contract, valued at £791,000, 
means that the cathedral exclusive of the 
buildings noted above will cost, at current 
rates, £887,000. This compares with an 
inclusive estimate of £801,000 six years 
ago when the competition for designs was 
decided, and is a measure of the increase 
in building costs. The contract with 
Messrs. John Laing was a_ negotiated 
extension, on measured bills of quanti- 
ties, of the substructure contract. 


The present contract does not include 
for the furnishings which may well cost 
a further £50,000. There will be no public 
appeal for this but it is hoped that indi- 
vidual gifts of sums to cover individual 
items such as the altar, pulpit, etc., may 
be made. 


‘A Magic Moment’ 


Mr. SPENCE, in response to questions, 
made it clear that he regarded the sub- 
stitution of a light finish internally in 
place of the Hollington stone as a con- 
siderable improvement. ‘The exhibition 
of the stained glass at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum showed that a light plain 
interior will set off the glass to better 
advantage,’ he said. ‘Each morning and 
afternoon there will be a magic moment 
when the walls will be ablaze with colour 
as the sun shines directly through the 
windows.’ 


Questioned about the design for the 
great tapestry on the ‘ East’ wall behind 
the altar, Mr. Spence said that Mr. 
Graham Sutherland’s design had been 
approved, but the artist was not certain 
that the design had reached finality, and 
was at present working on a variation 
which, it might be, he would put before 
the committee. This tapestry, 80 ft. high, 
would be woven in one piece in France, 
and would complete the theme of the 
cathedral: this was the Passion, repre- 
sented by the medieval cathedral; the 
Resurrection, as seen in the new building; 
and Christ in Glory, as depicted on the 
tapestry at the end of the cathedral.

Key Points in Planning 


MR... DUNCAN SANDYS, MP, 
Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, will open the National 
Gonference of the Town and Country 
Planning Association, to be held at 
County Hall, London, SE1, on Thursday, 
November 29 and Friday November 30. 
This year the conference, in an 
endeavour to stimulate action in the 
general dispersal policy, will concentrate 
upon some of the possibilities of town 
expansion schemes. At the same time it 
will discuss the points that are, at the 
moment, hindering action and preventing 
the rebuilding and opening out of con- 
gested areas.

J. Osborn as speaker, Clir. R. E. Thomas 
as chairman, and Mr. Sergei Kadleigh, 
ARIBA, as discussion opener; and (4) 
Brains Trust— Planning Principles and 
Probiems, with Mr. Desmond Heap, 
LLM, as question master, and the follow- 
ing panel: Messrs. W. G. Fiske, Gilbert 
McAllister, C. A. C. Turner, and Clough 
Williams-Ellis. At the last session, dele- 
gates will have an opportunity of ventilat- 
ing the questions uppermost in their 
minds. 


ABT Conference Postponed 


Due to the two-day conference held 
by the Town and Country Planning 
Association falling on the same date, the 
Association of Building Technicians 
have postponed their own conference, 
‘Housing the City Dweller, from 
November 30 to Thursday, January 24. 
New Drawing , Technique 

TOWN and country planning, as under- 
stood today, is utterly dependent on 
accurate and up-to-date maps, and those 
who have had to wrestle with foreign 
maps, whether in war or peace, will 
realise what a great debt this country 
owes to the Ordnance Survey, whose 
work has formed the basis of all our 
modern maps. The annual report of the 
Ordnance Survey for 1955-56, now pub- 
lished (HMSO, 5s.) shows that the 
department is not resting on its laurels, 
but is actively engaged in producing ever 
more accurate maps and keeping pace 
with new developments. 

The report outlines the new drawing 
technique of ‘scribing,’ which has been 
introduced in the preparation of certain 
plans in substitution for the traditional 
pen and ink in fair drawing. ‘ Scribing, 
says the report, ‘consists, in essence, of 
the cutting away, by means of a sharp 
pointed tool, of a translucent coating laid 
upon a base of glass or plastic. Experi- 
ments show clearly that improvements, 
both in quality and in speed, can reason- 
ably be expected from this process. The 
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Department is, therefore, introducing 
this technique beginning with the 1/2500 
production line.’ The report is well 
illustrated, with numerous maps and 


diagrams. 
Cambs. Quantity Surveyor 

WHEN the question was raised at a 
recent meeting of the Cambs. County 
Council of the large amount of fees paid 
to outside quantity surveyors, CLLR. 
C. N. GauTrey (chairman of the Works 
and Property Committee) said that be- 
cause of the Council’s low salary grading, 
they could not get suitably qualified men 
to apply for the positions. He said that 
the architect’s department was at present 
only two-thirds up to its established 
strength with six officers instead of nine. 
Ciir. A. R. CHALK said that last year 
something in the region of £60,000 had 
been paid to outside quantity surveyors. 

It was suggested that it might be more 
economical to the Council to raise the 
salary scales of their own officers, get up 
to establishment, and thus save the large 
amounts which had to be paid to out- 
side men. CLLR. GauTRY added that 
under the present circumstances, if the 
Council wished to keep up to their build- 
ing schedule, it would be necessary to 
continue to put the extra quantity 
surveyors’ work out.

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FROST PRECAUTIONS

BS Code of Practice C.P. 99 (1956): 
‘Frost Precautions for the water 
and sanitary services in building’ 


HAVING recently interested myself 
in the general subject of frost 
damage in buildings, I had been awaiting 
the promised Code of Practice (British 
Standards Institution, 2, Park-street, W1, 
price 2s. 6d.) on the subject with keen 
anticipation, but now it is in my hands I 
must confess to finding it vaguely dis- 
appointing. Probably I was expecting too 
much; the sub-title and, indeed, the pre- 
dominance of water engineers on the 
committee should have warned me that 
the field it would cover would be pri- 
marily that part of the problem with 
which water engineers are directly con- 
cerned, and this proves to be the case. 
As an example, there is no mention of 
any sort of how to combat frost in rain 
water pipes, and one short paragraph of 
six lines covers all the code has to say 
of frost damage in the plumbing system 
beyond the discharge from the fitting. 
Since the common festoons of icicles on 
buildings arise from these two parts of 
the dispdésal system such perfunctoriness 
is a serious defect. 
The Code is set out round three 
general principles to be observed: (a) 
Location of Fittings‘ . . . placed, as far 


‘as possible in positions where the tem- 


perature is unlikely to fall low enough 
to cause freezing’; (b) Insulation; (c) 
Draining facilities. I should have liked to 
have seen a fourth principle (d) The use 
of inherently frost resisting fittings, but 
this, too, is a curious and unexplained 
omission, there being no reference at all 
to materials for use in fittings and pipes, 
this being the more surprising in that 
in his recent circular to local authorities 
on frost precautions, No. 57/56, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment had to add a special reference to 
the use of polythene pipes, thus under- 
lining this further weakness of the Code. 


Insulating Materials 


As long as we accept the new Code for 
what it really is—an extension of water 
supply companies’ requirements and 
recommendations—it is sound and brings 
into one document all the information 
that was up to now scattered among 
various recondite sources. It adds little 
new material to our armoury but it does 
give one useful table indicating the 
minimum thickness of insulating material 
of given value required to protect differ- 
ent sized pipes. This is a distinct advance 
on the old by-laws which simply said, 
‘adequately’ insulated, leaving it to the 
poor architect to define ‘adequately.’ 
Even this is not taken as far as | would 
have liked it to be: I have always wanted 
to see a statistical analysis of frost 
damage and recommendations based on 
the results of this analysis. Table 2 may 
have been based on such a preparation, 
although I very much doubt it, as the 
impression it gives is that of a safe 
generalisation. 

Perhaps it is inherent in codes that 
they should not seek to explain why 
things need to be done; I do not know. 


Certainly there is a conspicuous absence 
of such explanation in this Code. Withal, 
the Code is to be accepted as satisfying 
the requirements of water undertakings 
in matters of frost precautions and is, 
therefore, indispensable to anyone deal- 
ing with small houses and flats.

New MoW Advisory Leaflet 


THE Ministry of Works has published an 
illustrated leaflet which describes how water 
pipes and cisterns should be installed in 
houses to be safe from damage by freezing. 

The leaflet, No. 41 in the Ministry of 
Works’ series of Advisory Leaflets (HMSO, 
price 4d.), is primarily intended for builders 
and plumbers but, it contains advice and 
hints which will be helpful to the house- 
holder or anyone who is considering having 
a new house built. 

The damage and the inconvenience caused 
by frozen and burst pipes can be averted if 
the pipes are installed properly and the house 
is kept’ reasonably warm during frosty 
weather. To install water pipes properly 
costs little if any more than to run them in 
exposed positions where they will certainly 
give trouble in cold weather. Advice on the 
best places for water pipes and cisterns is 
given in the leaflet. Diagrams show layouts 
which are recommended. 

Even in the best layouts, pipes and cisterns 
may freeze unless certain additional pre- 
cautions are taken by the householder. The 
leaflet therefore includes a list of hints to 
householders which should always be 


followed.

The objects of the competi- 
tion are to recognise excellence in building 
product literature directed to the architect; 
to aid manufacturers in increasing useful- 
ness of such literature; and to encourage 
manufacturers to adopt standard sizes as 
laid down by BS 1311. The competition 
would be in three classes: — 

(i) Literature consisting mainly of tech- 
nical information produced by associations 
of manufacturers or independent bodies and 
designed to give information on design, 
methods of application, standards of work- 
manship, etc., of various products. 

(ii) literature offering technical informa- 
tion on the product of a single manufac- 
turer; and 

(iii) literature primarily of an advertising 
nature designed to bring a producer’s name 
and product to the notice of the architect. 

The award would consist of certificates 
of exceptional merit, certificates of merit 
and honourable mentions. 

Festival of Women: Approval was given 
to a proposal from the Public Relations 
Committee that the RIBA should assist 
with arrangements for the design and con- 
struction of an exhibit consisting of a pre- 
fabricated house to bring out the theme 
that in the housing industry increased pro- 
ductivity could come only from prefabrica- 
tion. This will be presented at the Festival 
of Women to be held at Wembley in May, 
1957, and the RIBA would also assist by 
preparing a booklet explaining the work of 
an architect and his réle as the designer 
and co-ordinator of prefabricated materials 
and components. 

Direct Election to the Fellowship: 
Approval was given to a recommendation 
of the Royal Australian Institute of Archi- 
tects that Mr. Oswald Victor Chisholm, 
FRAIA, Past President of the Western 
Australian Chapter, should be elected to 
the Fellowship under the provisions of the 
Supplemental Charter of 1925, Section IV, 
Clause 4. 
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RECONSTRUCTION OF 
CITIES 


Mr. A. Ling’s Paper at the Public 
‘Reconstruction of 


Works Exhibition 
A PAPER on 

Cities’ was given by Mr. ARTHUR 
LinG, FRIBA, MTPI, at a session under 
the auspices of the City and Borough 
Architects’ Society held at the Public 
Works and Municipal Services Congress, 
Olympia, on November 13. Mr. Ling, 
whose address was on behalf of the 
RIBA, summarised his conclusions as 
follows: 

The moment seems to have arrived for 
what Mr. Dulles would call an ‘ agonising 
reappraisal of policy.’ Agonising 
because it means we have to acknow- 
ledge past failures and take them into 
account in determining a mew policy. 
But it would seem more sensible to 
adopt a realist approach rather than 
hang on to theories which have proved 
to be impracticable. 

The biggest single issue is the question 
of decentralisation. Can we complete 
the process on the employment side? 
We have been discussing the problem of 
the vacated factory for five years or 
more but is the amount. of money set 
aside by the LCC for the purpose more 
than a 2 per cent. gesture? And mean- 
while the extent of office accommodation 
that has been provided is enormous. 
Can we prevent further blocks of offices 
being built? If there is a reasonable 
chance of finishing the job properly by 
all means let’s take it, but otherwise it 
would be better to reconsider eur alloca- 
tion of resources. 

If we come to this latter conclusion 
the claims of comprehensive city recon- 
struction and the renewal of obsolescent 
areas are pressing. At the same time new 
towns which have the function of 
revitalising parts of the country where 
agriculture is declining or is insufficiently 
developed or where a more balanced 
economy to a region will be secured will 
take precedence over those based only 
on a theoretical policy of decentralisa- 
tion within and around an existing conur- 
bation. The time has come to assess the 
situation realistically and begin a serious 
discussion on these important issues. 


Summary of Points 


As a basis for such a discussion a 
summary of the points I have made in 
my paper might be useful. Some of these 
are intentionally given a somewhat 
provocative form in order to stimulate 
vigorous discussion. 

(1) That New Towns policy has failed 
because employment in the conurbation 
has increased and this is the determining 
factor. There is no indication that the 
bold steps necessary to halt employment 
increases will be taken. 

(2) New Towns located in relation to 
a national economic plan have a much 
greater validity than those based on a 
theoretical decentralisation around a 
conurbation. The latter process only 
spreads the influence of the conurbation. 
It is much better to jump right out of the 
population ‘coffin’ than to shuffle about 
inside it. The absence of a national plan 


distorts and frustrates regional planning. 

(3) Ebenezer Howard’s ideas have 
proved to be wishful thinking—an escape 
from the problem of adapting our old 
cities to our ‘new and higher needs.’ 
Letchworth and Welwyn were built but 
London still grew. The New Towns are 
being built and London is still growing; 
meanwhile, urban renewal is neglected. 

(4) The continued failure to reorganise 
local government structure is seriously 
impeding city reconstruction and 
regional planning. The recent White 
Paper on local reconstruction seems in 
many ways to be a declaration of surren- 
der to existing vested interests before 
the battle has opened. 

(5) Special Commissions would give 
impetus to city reconstruction in areas 
of comprehensive development where 
divided administrative responsibility is 
frustrating rapid execution and encour- 
aging technical mediocrity. 

(6) Greater priority and _ publicity 
should be given to city reconstruction 
schemes on a _ comprehensive basis. 
There should be one Act of Parliament 
covering all the processes involved in 
coping with the out-worn areas of our 
cities. Local authorities should be 
encouraged to act boldly and enabled to 
do so by adequate financial grants. 

(7) The changes in Government policy 
over the past five years have:—(a) 
destroyed the system of building priori- 
ties and allowed buildings of relatively 
small social value to take precedence. 
In many cases blocks of offices have 
been erected where planning policy 
demanded a reduction in employment, 
(b) handed a substantial proportion of 
the country’s housing over to the specu- 
lative builder without attempting to adopt 
the methods of Scandinavian countries. 
Planning authorities cannot be expected 
to cope with the flood of poorly-designed 
development. This is a thirty years’ 
step backwards, (c) flooded the roads of 
Great Britain with motor-cars without 
taking adequate measures to cope with 
the resulting traffic congestion. 

(8) The time has come for city recon- 
struction to be given much greater 
priority, at least as great as is given to 
the New Towns, and unless the employ- 
ment position can be settled, it would be 
better to invest capital in our existing 
cities rather than attempting to escape 
from the problem of their reconstruction. 


£750m. ROAD LOAN PROPOSED 
Financing Long-term Development 


SR GURNEY BRAITHWAITE, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Transport, 1951- 
53, speaking at Newbury on November 9, 
called on the Government to establish a 
£750m. road loan fund to finance the nation’s 
highways projects. Sir Gurney, president of 
the Sand and Gravel Association of Great 
Britain, was addressing members of the Asso- 
ciation’s Oxford, Reading and Farnham dis- 
trict at their annual dinner. 

The Road Fund had disappeared, he said, 
and no Chancellor could allocate the whole 
of the proceeds of motor taxation to road 
works ‘if only for the reason it could not 
be spent even if it did. ‘ But,’ Sir Gurney 
added, ‘ there is a 30-year road plan in exist- 
ence at the Ministry. Let there be a 30-year 
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road development loan. It could be serviced 
as regards interest and sinking fund from the 
existing taxation of motorists both private 
and commercial. 


‘It would make possible a real modernisa- 
tion programme and enable the Ministry’s 
engineers to do their job properly, instead of 
moving uneasily from financial year to 
financial year wondering how soon the tap 
will again be turned off. I submit that this 
is an emergency ... I therefore call for a 
30-year loan of £750m., in addition to exist- 
ing financial allocations.’ 


BUILDING AT OXFORD 


Plans for New Structures 


HE following details of Oxford 

University’s building programme have 
been sent us by Mr. J. Lankester, ARICS, 
AMTPI, Surveyor to the University: 


It is proposed during the next few 
years to extend some of the science build- 
ings which are grouped in an area 
bounded by the University Parks on the 
north, and by Parks-road and South 
Parks-road on the west and south. In 
particular, Messrs. Lanchester and Lodge 
have been appointed architects for the 
new extension of the Department of 
Human Anatomy which is due to start 
in the next month or two, and which it 
is estimated will cost about £150,000. 
Next year the Organic Chemistry 
Laboratory will be extended by the 
addition of more teaching and research 
space, and it is hoped that ultimately a 
new lecture theatre for this laboratory 
will also be built. The architect for this 
scheme is Professor Basil Ward, of 
Messrs. Ramsey, Murray, White and 
Ward. An extension to the Department 
of Pharmacology is also proposed, the 
architects being Messrs. Gollins, Melvin, 
Ward and Partners. 


Keble-road Site 


These schemes will go a long way 
towards using up the available space for 
building in the present Science Area, 
although further additions to existing 
laboratories might be possible. There 
will be no room, however, for new 
laboratories, and when these are needed 
it is proposed that they shall be built on 
a site not far from the present Science 
Area known as the ‘Keble Road 
Triangle,’ which is a plot of land bounded 
by Banbury-road, Parks-road and Keble- 
road. It is hoped to make a start with 
the first building in this area next year 
with a new metallurgy laboratory. Later 
a new engineering laboratory will be 
built, and both these projects form part 
of the University Grants Committee’s. 
technology programme. The architect in 
both cases is Professor Ward. 


On the Arts side, new buildings for a 
cast gallery and Oriental Institute are in 
prospect, and it is hoped to make a start 
on the buildings of the cast gallery next 
year. The site chosen for both these 
buildings is adjacent to the present Ash- 
molean Museum, the architects being. 
Messrs. Easton and Robertson. 


With the exception of the extension to 
the Department of Human Anatomy, only 
tentative estimates of the cost of these 
schemes have been prepared.

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OBITUARY 
Hugh Davies, Hon. ARIBA 


HUGH DAVIES, who died on Monday, 

November 12, aged 88, had been for 
many years a familiar figure in several 
sections of the building industry and the 
associated professions. He forsook actual 
practice for teaching at a comparatively 
early stage in his career; and had for some 
time been in charge of the Building Depart- 
ment at the Northern Polytechnic, London, 
when he was appointed by the Board of 
Education as HM Inspector of Building Sub- 
jects. He was the first specialist inspector in 
this field and was followed later by A. R. 
Sage and J. L. Manson. During the first 
World War he was seconded to the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
and was largely responsible for the original 
idea and the organising of the BRS. 

After retirement from the Board in 1928 
he continued to interest himself in educa- 
tional matters almost up to the end, particu- 
arly in training for the plumbing craft and 
for structural engineering. His services to 
architectural education were recognised by 
his election as Hon. ARIBA in 1928. Davies 
was a very sociable man of agreeable and 
urbane manners with all the Welshman’s 
fluency. “On any public occasion he could 
be relied upon to deliver a neatly turned 
speech, however serious or however trivial 
the matter in hand. His charm of manner 
carried him through many difficult and 
troublesome negotiations connected with 
education in building and its affiliated crafts; 
and his genial personality will be much 
missed in the industry as well as by many 
of his old colleagues. M. S. B. 


Gordon Hemm, ARIBA 


THE DEATH is announced of Mr. Gordon 
Hemm, ARIBA, the Merseyside artist and 
author, 


Arthur E. Henderson, FSA, FRIBA 


WE REGRETFULLY record the death on 
Thursday, November 8, at his home in 
Sussex, of Mr. Arthur Edward Henderson, 
FSA, FRIBA. He was 86. 

Awarded the Owen Jones travelling stu- 
dentship in 1896, which enabled him to visit 
Constantinople where he studied Byzantine 
architecture, Mr. Henderson was appointed 
architect to the British excavations of the 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus, where, as an 
artist he completed two restorations, also 
taking part in an. archaelogical survey of 
Cyzicus. He designed several buildings in 
Constantinople during the period 1900-04 
and also made a prolonged study of the 
church of St. Sophia there, of which his 
watercolour paintings are in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. On his return to 
England he applied himself espeaially to the 
decoration and restoration of churches. The 
frescoes in Christ Church, Streatham Hill, 
are a good example of his work. 


Rupert Savage, FRIBA 


THE death has occurred at his house in 
Stirling-road, Edgbaston, Birmingham, at 
the age of 83 of Mr. Rupert Savage, FRIBA, 
a past president of the Birmingham and 
Five Counties Architectural Association. He 
was a partner in the firm of Messrs. Crouch, 
Butler and Savage, for many years, and re- 
tired four years ago. , 

In association with his firm, he carried 


through many building schemes in the city 
of Birmingham and the Midlands. Among 
them was the Dudley Training College, 
Methodist Churches at Four Oaks, Hall 
Green and Warley Woods, and bus depots 
at Harborne and Liverpool Street. He was 
the architect of the Masonic War Memorial 
Temple, Broad Street, Birmingham. 


RICS 
The Presidential Address 


[N his Presidential Address to the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
given at a meeting of the Institution in 
London on Monday, November 12, Mr. 
WALTER E. A. Butt, FRICS, FAI, 
touched on a wide range of subjects of 
interest to the profession and we take the 
following extracts from his remarks. 

The Essence of a Profession. — There 
is no satisfactory comprehensive defi- 
nition which enables a clear line to be 
drawn between vocations which are pro- 
fessional and those which are not. Some 
callings are clearly professions and others 
equally clearly crafts or techniques or 
businesses, but in between are many 
vocations difficult to classify. We can, 
however, postulate certain attributes 
which a calling and those practising it 
must possess if it is to qualify for pro- 
fessional status, though there will not 
necessarily be universal agreement upon 
what these attributes should be. They 
should include the application of 
specialised knowledge to the affairs of 
others or to the practice of an art founded 
upon that knowledge; the organisation of 
the practitioners into a professional body; 
the holding by that body of examinations 
to test the competence of candidates and 
to qualify them for admission; and the 
establishment and enforcement of a code 
of professional conduct. , 

These are but the essential prelimi- 
naries; the real test lies in the attitude of 
the practitioners to their work, to one 
another and to society. The professional 
outlook is founded upon the relationship 
of adviser to client, upon the willingness 
of an individual to take upon himself, in 
consideration of a fee, the onus of 
advising another individual upon his 
private affairs and of accepting full per- 
sonal responsibility for the advice thus 
given. The freedom of the private 
practitioner to act or to refuse to act for 
whomsoever is willing to instruct him and 
his willingness to accept this responsi- 
bility, constitute the foundation upon 
which to build the code of ethics which 
will make the calling a profession. With- 
out a substantial volume of private 
practice the true professional outlook of 
independence and objectivity cannot be 
maintained. 

Designatory Letters—This is perhaps 
a suitable place to inquire whether the 
time has come when the designatory 
letters FRICS and ARICS should cease 
to be used, and a member should describe 
himself solely and unequivocably as 
‘chartered surveyor. There are some 
societies, the membership of which 
guarantees no qualifications, which distri- 
bute designatory letters with the prodi- 
gality of a paper chase, and the public 
may be bewildered and misled by the 
permutations and combinations of the 
alphabet which are bestowed; there can 
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be no ambiguity about the two simple 
words chartered surveyor. 

Registration of the Profession.—Closely 
allied with the professional ethics of 
estate agency is the subject of registration. 
I attach great importance to freedom. At 
present our Institution is free—free to 
make its own rules within its Royal 
Charter and its by-laws, free to admit 
whomsoever it wishes, free to fix its 
examination standards and free to fix its 
scale of professional charges. In a world 
increasingly controlled by State-made 
regulations, those who believe in freedom 
as a principle wish to preserve it wherever 
it may be found. In a world where the 
closed shop daily offends the civilised 
conscience, a profession should become 
one only where there is a pressing public 
need. 


Recruitment to the Profession——These 


things apart, one essential for the con- ~ 


tinued well-being of any profession is that 
it should attract a sufficient number of 
young men of quality. To-day all pro- 
fessions are suffering from the com- 
petition of industry which spends much 
money to attract the best brains fram 
public school and university to its ranks. 
I think it is probably true that we are not 
getting our share of the best, Largely, 
this is because we cannot offer monetary 
rewards to compete with industry but 
we can do something to offset this dis- 
advantage by raising the status of the pro- 
fession and by ensuring that as many 
entrants as possible -receive a good 
education. 


University Entrants 


A small number of recruits come from 
the universities, and we have under con- 
sideration proposals designed to make 
entry into the Institution for the uni- 
versity candidate easier and more attrac- 
tive. The bulk of recruits will, however, 
have to be found from those who attend 
whole-time at a recognised college or 
school or who attend evening classes or 
receive postal tuition while working in 
an approved office. 

It seems to me that the time has come 
when we should take thought for the 
future. It may be that the way ahead re- 
quires the maintenance, and where 
necessary the raising, of standards of 
professional training and the enforcement 
of a stricter code of professional conduct 
that will be the same for all our members. 
The present uneasy situation is not satis- 
factory; and I think nothing but good can 
‘ensue from discussion. . 


In conclusion the President said: There 
are perhaps some signs of improvement 
in the landowner’s position. The Housing 
Repairs and Rents Act, 1954, has per- 
mitted certain rent increases and in my 
experience has resulted in the improved 
repair of many properties that otherwise 
would have continued to deteriorate. We 
await with interest the Government's 
further proposals for the amendment of 
the Rent Restrictions Act. Perhaps in 10 
years’ time the President of the Institution 
will be able to announce a code of com- 
pensation and of landlord and tenant law 
of the utmost simplicity and_self- 
evident justice and at the same time to 
regret the current unemployment among 
surveyors. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
The Queen’s Speech 


PARLIAMENT, with the Commons in its 

angriest mood since the Constitutional 
crisis of 1910, was prorogued on November 
5 without the cause of the tumult having 
been resolved, and there was little sign that 
it would subside with the new session 
which was opened by the Queen on Novem- 
ber 6. 


A crowded programme of legislation 
which was announced in the Queen’s speech 
includes bills to effect changes on rent con- 
trol (summarised on page 865); to provide 
a remedy for damage caused by mining 
subsidence; to amend the housing subsidies 
in Scotland and to provide facilities for 
overcoming overspill there. Other mea- 
sures announced deal with the reorganisa- 
tion of the electricity supply; closing hours 
for shops; the provision of loans for the 
railways; and the replacement of the existing 
emergency arrangements for hire-purchase 
and hiring agreements. 


The Government’s determination to press 
on with their plans for expanding facilities 
for technical education, which it is under- 
stood will include a bill to permit the move 
of the Imperial Institute from Kensington to 
another site, is also emphasised. A high 
place in the Government’s building pro- 
gramme will continue to be given to new 
schools. 

Local government reform is also men- 
tioned with particular reference to the 
rating burden. It is not clear yet whether 
the Government will bring in a measure to 
provide. for the derating of industry, on 
which they had something of a setback dur- 
ing the last session with the private mem- 
bers’ bill on this topic. All that is indicated 
is that their conclusions on- the review now 
taking place will ultimately be made known 
to Parliament, 


Housing Policy Debated 


HE first onslaught on the Government’s 
housing policy in Great Britain was 
made by the Opposition in the Commons 
on November 7, the second day of the 
debate on the Address in reply to the 
Queen’s Speech, and within an hour of the 
House having read the Rent Bill a first 
time. 

The appearance of the notice of that Bill 
on the order paper was severely criticised 
by -Mr. Mu§tcuison, who opened the 
Opposition’s case, because, he contended, ° 
the Government had made an astute use of 
the procedure of the House to limit discus- 
sion of the one contribution towards the 
housing problem which they hoped to make 
during the current session. 


Mr. Mitchison argued that although about 
two million houses had been built since the 
war, and this excluded temporary dwellings, 
the country was far from having broken the 
back of the housing problem, which in some 
places had taken on ‘a particularly acute 
character. In London there was a waiting 
list of 165,000 families, and there seemed no 
hope ‘that this housing question would be. 
settled on ordinary lines. 

-Overspill in the large towns, representing 
thé péaplé who could not be housed other 
than outside the area of the city in question, 


_the 


was in Manchester more than 200,000, 
Liverpool 150,000, and Leeds and Sheffield 
about 70,000 each. In Birmingham it was 
stated that if the outside local authorities 
co-operated about 90,000 people would be 
housed under overspill arrangements, but 
123,000 people would be left who could not 
be housed inside Birmingham or outside it 
under the overspill arrangements. 


In spite of all that the Government had 
nothing to suggest except something about 
rent control. Rent control would not make 
any more houses. In 1954 about 300,000 
houses were built, this year it would be about 
270,000. Since 1954 private builders had in- 
creased their contribution from 88,000 a year 
to 116,000, while local authorities who were 
building at the rate of 200,000 a year in 
1954 were building this year at a rate which 
amounted to about 135,000 houses. 


There was a sad lack of policy from the 
Government. They told the country they 
had initiated a slum clearance programme, 
but it amounted to small beer. Demolitions 
were progressing at the rate of 33,500 a year, 
and that was the grand slum clearance pro- 
gramme and the Government’s contribution 
towards it. They had got to about half of 
what the local authorities proposed to do 
on their own. 


Government's Intentions 


Mr. ENOCH POWELL, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, began by reaffirming the 
Government’s intentions that their broad 
proposals about local government finance 
should be made known by the end of the 
year. They had taken the view that what 
was needed in the reform of local govern- 
ment was not a revolutionary alteration in 
the system, but a modernisation and over- 
haul of the structure, and there was no 
reason why matters of finance and func- 
tions should not be dealt with in separation. 
The White Paper had yet to be debated, and 
it would be agreed that before such a debate 
local authority associations should 
have a generous allowance of time to 
formulate their views, and that the House 
should have the advantage of those views in 
any debate. 

The eight new towns which specifically 
served the Greater London area had so far 
only attained one-third of their planned 
size, which was by no means inelastic, and 
those towns had much capacity which 
needed to be developed. Mr. Mitchison 
had pictured Mr. Sandys as Scrooge trying 
to persuade them to build new towns for 
themselves when it was the job of the 
Government to do so. Manchester had 
been mentioned. There was no need for 
the Minister to persuade Manchester, be- 
cause that was what it wanted to do. 
Birmingham had passed a resolution on the 
matter, and had asked to meet the Minister 
for discussions. Those discussions were 
being arranged, and it would be wrong to 
prejudge the results. 

It was understood that London was con- 
templating building a new town for itself, 
so there was no question of the Minister 
foisting that notion on a reluctant local 
authority: The initiative came from the 
local authority. : Every member recognised 
that the new town principles could only be 
one of the methods by which London could 
be enabled to build or have its citizens re- 
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housed outside the built-up areas of 


Greater London. 


Town Development 


In the last five months there had been 
considerable progress with town develop- 
ment. It was well known that Swindon and 
Bletchley were going ahead nicely. He 
understood that the London County 
Council was hoping to conclude four fur- 
ther agreements in the near future and was 
having continual discussions with a number 
of other authorities. Birmingham had, 
since July, concluded agreements with nine 
authorities in Staffordshire and one in 
Northamptonshire and was in discussion 
with further authorities. 


The nation’s stock of houses was con- 
tinuing to increase at a high rate indeed. 
The housing returns for the third quarter 
showed that the level of completions had 
been running very little below that of last 
year, and that referred to all houses. Pre- 
sent indications showed that about 270,000 
houses should be completed this year. There 
was no serious falling away in the number 
of houses under construction either by 
local authorities or private builders. It was 
fantastic to suggest that private enterprise, 
building at the rate of 120,000 to 130,000 a 
year, had made a small contribution to the 
relief of ordinary people. 


The possibility of that development going 
on steadily at that rate was evidence that 
the demand was being taken up by many 
ordinary people. 

The Minister had invited local authori- 
ties to inform him of their intentions about 
the submission of tenders during the cur- 
rent financial year. Not all the returns 
were available, and it was not his intention 
to publish the figures until they were com- 
plete. From the vast majority of returns 
which were available it was clear that local 
authorities were envisaging submission of 
no fewer tenders this year than were 
approved for the year 1955-56. That was a 
useful indication of the sort of view which 
local authorities themselves took of their 
prospects for housing and their prospects of 
letting the houses they proposed to build. 
These were intentions, and could not be 
taken as firm commitments. 


The present rate of increase of slum 
clearance orders was consistent with the 
achievement by local authorities of a slum 
clearance programme for the first five years 
of 375;000 houses, which had been set in 
1955 when interest rates and to some extent 
costs of building were more favourable. 
Credit restrictions were not being allowed to 
limit the rate at which slum clearance could 
proceed. 


During the debate, Mr. DUNCAN SANDYS, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
said that the Government had no intention 
of shelving or postponing local government 
organisation. They had had long talks 
with the local authority associations.

‘Brains Trust’ 


BUILDING INDUSTRY PROBLEMS DISCUSSED 


A VARIETY of questions covering 
“ problems of special concern to the 
building industry were answered at a 
90-minute ‘ Brains Trust’ organised by 
the London Builders’ Foremen’s 
Association at the Memorial Hall, 
Farringdon-street, EC4, on November 7. 
Attended by a large gathering of mem- 
bers the event, the first of its kind in the 
association’s history, proved to be a 
thoroughly worthwhile occasion, and the 
answers given by experts in their par- 
ticular field, were listened to with great 
interest. Members of the panel were: 
Mr. D. E. Woopsine ParisH, FIOB 
dchairman, Holliday and Greenwood, 
Ltd.); Mr. R. E. STENNING, MA (secre- 
tary, London Master. Builders’ Associa- 
tion); Mr. E. L. Jones, MBE (London 
secretary, National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Operatives); and Mr. C. E. 
Pocock (chairman, the LBFA Education 
Committee). |The question master was 
Mr. IAN M. Lesiie, OBE (Editor, The 
Builder). Mr. H. Piesse (president of the 
mes! extended a warm welcome to the 
pane 


The questions, with a summary of the 
answers, follow: — 


Is the amount of overtime being worked 
in the industry really necessary or is it done 
to retain labour, and what are the unions’ 
‘views? 

This question, said Mr. ParisH, was 
primarily related to the country’s current 
economic position. They were experiencing 
a period of over-employment due, partici- 
larly in the London region, to the removal 
of building licences, which had resulted in 
a considerable volume of work and enhanced 
pay packets. At the moment, however, the 
position was beginning to reach a point of 
equilibrium in the availability of jobs and 
manpower. When the situation became 
crystallised there would have to be a critical 
reassessment of the position, and the prob- 
iem was one that would have to be faced 
most carefully. Working on Saturdays and 
Sundays was wholly unsound, but at the 
same time there were occasions when over- 
time was necessary; for example, when 
access was difficult at normal times. He 
did not favour continuous overtime. The 
number of hours should be regulated so 
<a were limited to a 44-hour working 
week. 

Hours now being worked in London on 
most jobs were much too long-and uneco- 
nomic, declared Mr. Pocock, who felt the 
trouble began when the man _ regarded 
overtime pay as his normal working wage. 
One did not blame the operative for that, 
but it seemed ‘that sooner or later some 
teadjustment would have to be made. The 
sooner conditions returned to normal, in the 
long run the better it would be for all 
concerned. 

Agreement with the. views of the two 
previous speakers was voiced by Mr. 
STENNING, who said something needed to 
be done to put the matter back in its proper 
perspective. The current position made a 
mockery of the machinery laid down in 
the working agreements, which provided 
quite specific purposes for which overtime 
should operate. 

While agreeing with the other pane] mem- 
bers, Mr. Jones felt that one hour a day 
overtime was reasonable in connection with 


the buiiding of houses, hospitals, schools, 
etc., but it should be limited to that sort 
of work. It was a sad reflection on the 
industry when one analysed the position 
and found the number of firms who dis- 
regarded the terms of their agreements. 


Has prefabrication reached its limit in 
building? What are the difficulties in the 
way of its development? 

There was no question about it that much 
more prefabrication could be introduced if 
they were prepared to see buildings erected 
showing the same characteristics and pos- 
sibly having the same colours and finishes, 
was the view of Mr. Pocock, who said he 
believed there had been a successful de- 
velopment in this direction in France. 
Whether it would be acceptable in this 
country he very much doubted. In England 
they liked to see in a building the individual 
tastes of the owner and the architect. He 
also felt the men themselves preferred to 
work on jobs that were different: A lot 
could be done if the architect and the manu- 
facturer of the finished article collaborated 
more. 

More attention should be given to pre- 
cision building if they were going to see 
any great development in prefabrication, 
said Mr. Jones. The unions were certainly 
not opposed to it. 


When Mr. STENNING suggested that many 
of the difficulties of progress in prefabrica- 
tion arose because of the demarcation of 
unions in the development of certain pro- 
cesses, Mr. Jones stressed ‘that the unions 
themselves were concerned over the warfare 
that had developed between them on this 
point. He revealed that in the past 12 
months his national president had been 
authorised to set up an ad hoc committee 
of various unions to consider the problem. 
It was a flexible committee that could be 
changed, and an important feature was that 
neither of the disputing unions would be 
represented on it. Any recommendations 
made would have no force in law and they 
could be accepted or rejected. If that idea 
could be developed it would be beneficial 
to the industry and the unions. 

A tendency to think of the building 
industry in terms of a craft was a point 
made by Mr. ParisH. Building, he felt, 
had been and was still a system of logistics 
which consisted of the collecting and mar- 
shalling of a number of different types of 
materials and components, which were 
reassembled in some recognised place. 
Associated with this was the necessary 
handling plant to deal with the site needs 
of individuals who had commissioned the 
job. One of the difficulties was to break 
down the different conceptions of the dif- 
ferent sizes which were to be prefabricated 
and brought to the site. There was, he 
felt, more and more a need for the speeding 
up of building. This meant the develop- 
ment of new processes. The impact of 
economics would mean a greater degree of 
mechanisation, which would be certain to 
change the size and type of prefabrication. 


_In many cases of site disputes the threat 
of ‘ work to rule’ is put forward. Precisely 
what does this mean since the WRA lays 
down no specific ruling as to what consti- 
tutes a normal day’s work? 


Work to rule was defined by Mr. JONES 
as a rejection of bonus schemes and a 
decision to work normally, but, he pointed 
out that there are few instances where this 
had happened. He did not think the men 
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themselves knew what was meant when the 
term was used. Mr. STENNING thought it 
went further than that. In practice, work 
to rule produced a condition of abnormal 
slow progress rather than a normal one. 


What changes in the building industry for 
higher productivity would the panel like to 
make if they had a free hand? 


Education in every possible sense of the 
word was one of the most important ingredi- 
ents in their approach to higher productivity, 
said Mr. ParisH. Education, he declared, 
must be of the type that would lead to a 
better sense of team spirit between all the 
component parts of the industry at all levels. 

Mr. Pocock felt that the first essential and 
absolute necessity must be that they knew 
what they were going to do and why they 
did it. It was important that jobs should 
be properly planned so that alterations and 
wasted time were avoided. 

Men worked very much better when they 


_ knew the job was well organised was a point 


made by Mr. Jones, and speaking again on 
the question, Mr. PaRiIsH thought their great 
industry was only beginning to think in terms 
of training in the fundamental requirements 
of productivity and a clear and lucid defini- 
tion of management principles. 
machinery for the training of people in their 
sectional and general responsibilities needed 
looking into. It was necessary for each 
building firm to have a clearly defined policy 
and each individual of the team must be 
wholly aware of his responsibilties and 


-authority. 


Does the panel think something should be 
done between the London Master Builders’ 
Association and trade unions regarding the 
ever-increasing question of ‘ subs,’ and what 
do they suggest? 


* Subbing’ was described by Mr. Pocock 
as an evil practice which he would iike to see 
abolished, but while agreeing it was a bad 
thing, Mr. Jones felt they should have a 
certain amount of sympathy with the man 
with a large family. If a sub was given in 
the first week it should be progressively 
reduced and eventually resisted. There was 
no reason for it when the gap between jobs 
was often only a few hours. Putting forward 
the employers’ viewpoint, MR. PARISH said it 
was necessary for management to realise its 
responsibilities in laying down a pattern in 
relation to subbing. One could not, he felt, 
be too rigid and say that under no circum- 
stances would they allow the practice. By 
and large, it might be reasonable to set 
certain limits, say, for a period of three 
weeks, but special consideration should be 
given in appropriate cases. 


Is the American way of conducting the 
building industry, i.e., builder and architect 
and no quantity surveyor, a better method 
than our own? 


Mr. ParisH thought the question should 
really have been framed in terms of whether 
the quantity surveyor system was sound or 
whether it was not. He agreed with the 
leader in The Builder of November 2 on 
this subject which said that the quantity 
surveyor had an important part to play in 
the building team. He had an important 
réle to fill in the technical accounting in all 
building projects. At the present time 
quantity surveyors felt they were rather on 
one side of the fence, but as far as building 
was concerned there should be no fence. 
The relationship of the quantity surveyor 
needed to be re-assessed so that both sides 
could be brought together to discuss prob- 
lems of mutual concern and interest. In 
this way would be evolved a realisation that 
both had a part to play in partnership one 
with the other. 

Belief that the British system was prob- 
ably the fairest was expressed by Mr. 
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Pocock, who thought it resulted in building 
projetts beginning earlier than in the U.S. 
Emphasising that the quantity surveyor’s 
functions should be clearly defined, Mr. 
STENNING put forward the view that there 
seemed to be an increasing tendency of the 
quantity surveyor to take upon himself the 
interpretation of the functions of the archi- 
tect, a state of affairs which showed a lack 
of knowledge of his proper functions. 


With the assumed need for economic pro- 
duction and construction work, should full 
dimensions and levels for prefabrication and 
the positioning of items of building be avail- 
able at the time of the placing of contracts? 
If the reply inclines to positive, would 
there not be more opportunity for more 
accurate pricing for prefabrication and 
erection, etc., were complete dimensional 
information available at the time of tender- 
ing with contracts recognised as ‘ going on’? 


The more information there was available 
the easier and better it would be to organise 
the job was the view of Mr. Pocock. Fund- 
amentally, it went back to proper designing 
in the early stages. Brief answers in the 
affirmative were given by other panel 
members. 


With the ever-increasing number of 
coloured workers coming into the industry, 
what will be their position in the event of a 
slump when it is natural to assume a general 
foreman will engage Englishmen in prefer- 
ence to them. The cry will then be ‘ colour 
bar. What will be the line taken by the 
masters and the trade unions? 


If it was once admitted that the coloured 
worker was able to work as efficiently as his 
white brother, there should be no difference 
between them, said Mr. STENNING. There- 
fore, the question did not arise. A similar 
view was expressed by Mr. Pocock, but 
Mr. Jones thought they were going to have 
a ‘dickens of a social problem,’ if there was 
a slump, because in such an eventuality it 
would be the white man who would be 
wanted first. 


The problem, said Mr. PARISH, was a 
much larger problem than the question 
implied. It was a problem of the under- 
developed countries and was a matter for 
world government and statesmanship. He 
hoped that eventually they would be able 
to see the return of those individuals who 
left their homes and families largely be- 
cause of economic conditions. It was a 
matter primarily of international policy. 
The problem: not only concerned the build- 
ing industry, but also transport. 


Why do builders continue to accept time- 
penalty clauses in their contracts when in 
most cases they cannot be enforced on nomi- 
nated suppliers and sub-contractors? 


Mr. ParisH said the whole question of 
liquidated liability and damages was a non- 
sense, but it was a nonsense they all accep- 
ted. They had got to get some discipline 
in a contract. If they undertook to do a job 
they must deliver the goods on the day they 
said they would. They must discipline 
themselves to work within the dates agreed. 
It was a collective job which concerned all 
engaged in the industry. 

Penalty clauses were accepted by the 
building industry because it wanted the con- 
tracts, said Mr. STENNING, but they hoped 
they would never be implemented. 


If a man commences work on Monday 
morning and packs up at 5 p.m. the same 
day, his employer must give him holidays 
with pay money worth 9s. 9d. Should not a 
man have to complete five full days before 
he is entitled to these credits? 


When a man began work, it was a risk the 
employer had to take, said Mr. Pocock. 
Unfortunately, they could do nothing about 


it. Mr. ParisH, however, thought it was 
only a marginal problem which tended to 
assume considerable proportions. People 
who made a practice of that sort of conduct 
could soon be found out was the viewpoint 
of Mr. Jones, who said a bar should be 
put up against them. The English law of 
contract was blamed by Mr. ParisH for this 
kind of thing. He thought if they moved 
to a weekly contract of service, the trouble 
might be stopped. 


That the problem was largely a marginal 
one was also the opinion of Mr. STENNING. 
It was one of those irritating things that hap- 
pened in a world of full employment. 


It has been said that a penalty clause in 
a Bill of Quantities has no legal validity 
without a compensating clause. If this be 
so, how far, in fact, are contract documents 
binding in a court of law? 


Difficulties of enforcing compensating 
clauses in contracts were stressed by MR. 
STENNING. Although it might be a piece of 
nonsense, as was indicated in a previous 
question, it did not alter the fact that a con- 


tract was admissable in a court of law. MnRr.. 


PaRISH thought it was not so much a ques- 
tion of penalty as one of damages. No 
court would enforce an unreasonable rate of 
liquidated damages. They must bear some 
relation to the actual damage. 


What is the panel’s view of the present 
system of appointing ticket stewards on 
sites? Does not this method let into respon- 
sible positions the opposite type of man 
necessary to good liaison with building 
contractors? , 


Importance of ticket stewards. being 
trained in their responsibilities was under- 
lined by Mr. ParisH. It was management’s 
function to see that these people, who had 
a responsible job, were properly trained to 
discharge their responsibilities within certain 
limits. 

Mr. Jones put forward the view that the 
present system was prone to abuse and 
they occasionally got the wrong man, who 
was more of a nuisance than anything else. 
Examples of bad stewards were exceptions 
that proved the rule, but there were hun- 
dreds of good stewards who conducted a 
perfect liaison. He would like to see a 
change in the system and he was sure it 
would eventually come. 


It often happened, thought Mr. Pocock, 
that the less suitable man was glad to 
come forward to do the job, while the more 
suitable man preferred to stand down. 
Mr. STENNING said the problem came back 
to the apathy which was prevalent in so 
many societies to-day, and it was a major 
problem that had to be overcome so as 
to prevent the potential trouble-maker 
getting himself elected. . Basically, it was 
a problem of education so that the rank 
and file would take their responsibilities 
more carefully. 


Who runs the job—the general foreman 
or the office? 


This answer was simple, MR. PARISH 
remarked. Neither did, but both. If the 
organisation was to be run properly there 
must be an organisational structure in which 
standard practices were laid down. MRrR. 
Jones believed that if a man was going 
to run a job subject to the overriding policy 
of the board of directors he should be 
allowed to run it. The general foreman, 
said Mr. ParisH, should be told what to 
do, but not necessarily how to do it. 

Mr. Pocock said trouble in some cases 
was often brought on by the foreman him- 
self. It was of prime importance that the 
general foreman should be the right man 
for the job. When given responsibility he 
should be allowed to carry it out. 
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What are the panel's views on the week's 
holiday at Christmas in view of the large 
amount of disorganisation this entails with 
specialist firms? 

Members of the panel generally agreed 
that such a proposal would mean chaos in 
the building industry and would be 
impossible to operate. 

Mr. BEACH BARNARD (vice-president) 
expressed thanks to the panel, whom he 
described as all experts in their own right, 
while the question-master was thanked by 
Mr. J, Mellor (past-president). 


BUILDERS’ FOREMEN 
62nd Annual Dinner 


THE SIXTY-SECOND annual dinner of the 
London Association of Builders’ Foremen 
and Clerks of Works was given at the Con- 
naught Rooms on November 6 under the 
chairmanship of the Mr. W. A. de Vigier, 
managing director of Acrow (Engineers), 
Ltd. 


After an amusing description of the 
various difficulties with which the Associa- 
tion’s members had to contend, MR. DE 
ViciER said that what surprised him most 
was that there were still foremen and clerks 
of works left alive. ‘ As to the future, which 
some people seem to regard with misgiving, 
there is no need,’ he added, ‘for despond- 
ency. There is still plenty of scope for 
building and engineering work, particularly 
in the reorganisation of our roads. A rea- 
listic highway system is essential to the 
economic progress of this country and calls 
for a combined operation to be carried out 
with “D-Day” determination. A great deal 
of building work will necessarily be involved 
in such a plan.’ 


In proposing the toast of the Guests, 
Mr. E. C. Bicc, JP, appealed for contribu- 
tions to the Association’s pension fund and 
spoke of the many cases of hardship of 
which he knew. It should not be necessary 
to appeal for pension, he said, for men who 
had served the industry all their lives. 
General foremen should be regarded as 
members of headquarters staffs. Why could 
not the industry set up a superannuation 
scheme for them and for clerks of works ? 

The evening concluded with a floor show

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Incentive Bonus Schemes 


MBC’s BOOKLET REVIEWED 


READERS of The Builder and, for that 

matter, local authority staff, may 
not be aware that a booklet has been 
published on behalf of the Metropolitan 
Boroughs’ (Organisation and Methods) 
Committee entitled ‘Incentive Bonus 
Schemes.’ In my opinion this publication 
must be regarded somewhat in the light 
of a milestone in the history of incentives, 
if only because of the fact that local 
authorities have not in the past been 
much to the forefront with regard to this 
subject but have left it largely in the 
hands of the privately-owned firms of 
building contractors. 

A new publication on incentives is 
always welcome, as hardly ever before 
has such an important subject had so 
little of real worth written about it, as far 
as building is concerned. Dozens of books 
indeed can be found describing incentive 
bonus schemes, but very rarely do they 
have any bearing on the building industry. 

Without entering into the thorny prob- 
lem of where local authorities’ responsi- 
bilities begin and private enterprise’s end, 
| would, nevertheless, like to make a few 
personal comments. In order to do so, 
however, it is necessary to have some 
appreciation of the general set-up as far 
as incentives in the building industry are 
concerned. 

More than seven years have passed 
since the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers published their 
pamphlet on incentives, and time has since 
proved that the only way to offset the 
difficulties of labour shortages, and in- 
crease production, is ‘payments by 
results.” The national settlement which 
was agreed between the employers and 
the trade unions in 1947 has been the 
basis upon which building firms have 
operated incentives. It has always been 
open to local authorities to do likewise; 
if one accepts their position as operative 
partners in the building industry, and for 
the purpose of this article only I shall 
not dispute this, then it is obviously best 
that they fall into line with private indus- 
try. 

The publication now being reviewed is 
a well-presented booklet. The general 
comments appear to me to be particularly 


informative. Schemes are divided under 
the heading of individual or group 
schemes; the principles and _ financial 


effects are briefly stated, as well as the 
general advantages and disadvantages. 
Brief mention is also made of trade union 
reaction. All this is contained in a neatly- 
tabulated form which commends itself to 
the reader. 

As far as the building industry is con- 
cerned, Appendix B deals with incentives 
for building construction, and Appendix 
C with building maintenance. 

The limits of this book are obvious, as 
it is clearly quite impossible in the course 
of 20 pages or so to do more than briefly 
scratch the surface of the problems in- 
volved. For instance, Appendix B pre- 
viously mentioned covers only one and a 
half pages. In such a short space there 
is much more left out than, in fact, is 


printed. As an example, it is quite easy 
to lay down a rule, as this booklet does, 
that the labour content of each bill of 
quantities is to be extracted and sent to 
the site where by applying a schedule of 
rates the bonus clerk can produce opera- 
tion targets in hours, and that this ensures 
that the total of individual targets does 
not exceed the labour content of the bill. 
But it is quite a different problem to put 
this principle into effect because, in my 
opinion, in practice this is one of the most 
difficult and controversial points that are 
likely to arise. Obviously, the tempta- 
tion must be there to tie up bill of quanti- 
ties prices with incentive targets. But how 
many building estimators can honestly say 
that they can accurately break down their 
building prices as far as labour is con- 
cerned, and having done so, how many 
bonusing surveyors can honestly apply 
these rates to the job? Also, what hap- 
pens when the price is found to be a poor 
one and the men cannot do the work for 
the labour content shown in the bill? 
Conversely, why should a full price in 
the bill mean a better target? The prob- 
lems mentioned in this paragraph are, in 
my opinion, vital to any incentive scheme, 
but their solution cannot be touched upon 
in this short booklet. 


‘50-50 Split Equitable ’ 


I was sorry to see it laid down that 
three quarters of the time saved should 
be paid to the operators. I do not think 
this should be a hard and fast rule, and 
consider a fifty-fifty split more equitable. 

With regard to increased output, it is 
stated ‘that the introduction of this type 
of scheme has resulted in an overall in- 
crease of approximately 30 per cent. in 
the output of all trades.’ Elsewhere in 
the booklet comes the statement ‘ that the 
introduction of a scheme should result 
in an increase of approximately one-third 
in output.’ It seems to me that there may 
be some confusion here between engineer- 
ing industries, whose factory processes 
are ideal from a point of view of incen- 
tives, and the building industry which is, 
quite frankly, a different kettle of fish. I 
will not dispute the fact that, say, a gang 
of bricklayers could be expected to in- 
crease their output in the way mentioned, 
but I would not like the idea to get 
around that a general overall increase in 
production of as much as one-third is 
likely to be achieved. The difficulty which 
will probably arise concerns, of course, 
those operations which cannot be easily 
bonused. Experience has taught many 
building contractors that if they are not 
careful, what they save on certain trades 
is thrown away by what is frequently 
called *‘ non-bonusable work.’ It is essen- 
tial, therefore, to reduce this to the abso- 
lute minimum and an endeavour made to 
see that all the work carried out is, in 
fact, bonused. 

With regard to Appendix C, which 
deals in two and a half pages with build- 
ing maintenance, it is interesting to note 
that local authorities are apparently 
attempting to apply incentives, but that 
only approximately four per cent. have 
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actually done so. This speaks for itself. 
The problem is a very difficult one indeed, 
although it is not incapable of solution. 
My final conclusions are that the book- 
let is well worth reading, even if it adds 
very little to the store of knowledge al- 
ready existing on the subject. Incentives, 
it says, ‘ are an aid to but not a substitute 
for management.’ In the same way this. 
booklet on incentive bonus schemes can. 
be regarded as an aid to local authority 
and building contractor alike, but must 
not be taken as a substitute for detailed. 
planning and research on the subject.

SHEFFIELD HOUSING 


Contract to be Carried Out by Direct 
. Labour 


SHEFFIELD City Housing Committee re- 
commended on November 5 that the contract 
for the first part of the Park Hill redevelop- 
ment scheme, amounting to 990 flats and. 
shops, should be carried out by the Corpora- 
tion Public Works Department at an: 
estimated cost of £2,158,587. 

An amendment that the tender of John 
Laing and Son, Ltd., amounting to £2,358,818. 
be accepted, was lost by seven votes to five. 
It is understood that the construction. 
period given in Laing’s tender was less than 
that in the Public Works Department tender, 
and included a fixed price for materials. The- 
Corporation has now endorsed the decision. 

Tenders had been received from nine 
sources, all large contractors on the Council’s 
approved list having been invited to tender. 

Five hundred and seventy dwellings are 
being cleared from a 21-acre site behind the 
Midland Station, between Duke-street, 
Talbot-street and South-street. The flats— 
planned by Mr. J. L. Womersley, ARIBA, 
AMTPI, the City Architect—will be built in 
terraces beginning with four storeys at 
Talbot-street, and rising to 13 storeys at 
Anson-street, in accordance with the slope 
of the ground. 


NEW AWARDS FOR PLASTERING” 
Announcement by NJAC 


Two further trophies have been made 
available for presentation to technical col- 
leges on the results of the examinations in 
plasterers’ work of the City and Guilds of 
‘London Institute. This is announced by the 
National Federation of Plastering Contrac- 
tors and the National Association of Opera- 
tive Plasterers through their Plasterers’ 
National Joint Advisory Committee. 

The status of .the ‘Crombie Trophy,’ 
awarded to technical colleges annually on 
the combined results of the final and inter- 
mediate examinations of the City and’ 
Guilds of London Institute, will not be affec- 
ted and it will remain the major award. 

The new trophies have been made avail- 
able to recognise outstanding successes in 
the intermediate and final examinations, the 
results being considered separately. The 
National Federation of Plastering Contrac- 
tors has presented the ‘ Regency Vase,’ which 
will be awarded to the technical college- 
obtaining the best results in the intermediate 
examination, and the National Association: 
of Operative Plasterers has presented the 
‘Clanrye Trophy,’ which is to be awarded: 
to the technical college obtaining the best: 
results in the final examination. 
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TOWN PLANNING 
INQUIRY 
Architect and ‘Subtopian Jungle’ 


A DISPUTE between a borough council 

and a building development company 
was inquired into by a Ministry of Housing 
Inspector on November 6 at the Municipal 
Offices, Twickenham, Middlesex. 

Appealing against the decision of the 
Twickenham Borough Council to refuse per- 
mission for 14 houses and 10 garages to be 
erected at Manor-road, Teddington, was the 
firm, Hampton Cross Properties, Ltd., one of 
the companies associated with the ‘Span 
Group.’ The application to develop the land 
was made to the council last May. It was 
not until July 6 that a negative reply was 
received. 

Reasons given for the rejection of the 
application were that the proposed develop- 
ment would be likely to give an excessive 
density of population; and that by virtue 
of the architectural design the proposed 
development would be out of character with 
the surrounding development. 

The surrounding development includes 
Victorian villas, pseudo-Georgian terraces 
and terraced houses erected in the manner of 
speculative builders of the 1930’s. ‘A range 
of fair samples from the subtopian jungle,’ 
commented Mr. Eric Lyons, FRIBA, as 
architect for the proposed development. 

One of the grounds for disagreement was 
the question of density. The council argued 
that the density of population could be 
reckoned as four persons to each house. 
Counsel for the building company said that 
a closer estimate would be between 3 and 3.5 
persons per house. This, he said, was cal- 
culated on an average taken from similar 
houses designed by Mr. Lyons. 

At the end of the hearing, the Ministry 
Inspector visited the site. He will submit a 
report to the Minister for a final decision. 


MASTER PLUMBERS 


Annual Dinner 


AT THE Associated Master Plumbers and 
Domestic Engineers (London) annual dinner 
and dance on November 6, at the Park Lane 
Hotel, London, Mr. D. E. Woopsine 
PaRISH, after proposing a toast of ‘The 
Association,’ continued with comments on 
the relationship of master plumbers with 
the allied trades. He then spoke in praise 
of the ancient Guilds of London and their 
admirable achievements in the education of 
craftsmen. Comparing us with our friends 
across the Atlantic, and remembering the 
strained relations of the moment, he said 
that though there were diplomatic and geo- 
graphical differences, in the field of tech- 
nology we were on a par. 

Mr. B. C. Simpson, president of AMPDE, 
in replying, spoke of the record of achieve- 
ment of the Association, saying that it was 
only as progressive as its members. ‘The 
ever-widening field of industry has brought 
us to the time when not only are we re- 
quired to have well-trained craftsmen but 
well-trained- technicians. We are,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘ still without a code of practice for 
drainage and plumbing installation.’ He 
pointed out how much better the standard 
of craftsmanship would be if there were 
such a unified code of practice. 


The toast of the guests was proposed by 
Mr. A. C. Feaver, and replied to by Mr. 
A. Taylor, president of NFPDE (Em- 
ployers), who wondered if surgeons got the 
same discount on PVC tubing as did 
plumbers !

LAW REPORT 
Unsealed Contract Not Valid 


QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION. 
BEFORE Lorp JUSTICE GODDARD. 


Romford Corporation v. A. R. Wright 
and Son 


LORD GODDARD (the Lord Chief 

Justice), in the Queen’s Bench Division, 
on November 9, entered judgment, with 
costs, for Romford Corporation in an action 
against them by A. R. Wright and Son, 
Ltd., builders, of Cooper’s-lane, Leyton, E., 
who had claimed £744 14s. estimated loss 
of profit on a contract they alleged the 
Corporation had wrongfully repudiated. 
His lordship held that a technical defence 
raised by the Corporation that the agree- 
ment was not binding because it was not 
made under the Corporation’s seal was valid. 
The builders contended that it was not a 
contract which required the seal. 

Giving judgment, Lorp GopDARD said 
the builders claimed that they were engaged 
by Romford’s Borough Engineer and Sur- 
veyor to demolish property owned by the 
council, known as Bedfords Mansions. 
They were to be paid £39 14s., and the 
material obtained in the course of demoli- 
tion was to become their property. The 
materials formed by far the larger part 
of their remuneration, and after allowing 
for costs of demolition the estimated profit 
would have been £744 14s. 

The plaintiffs had contended that the 
Corporation appointed the Borough Engineer 
to execute the agreement and that it was 
made in accordance with the defendants’ 
standing orders. . 

His lordship said that since very early 
times in our law the general rule had been 
that an unsealed contract was unenforceable 
either by or against a corporation. There 
were certain exceptions, but this case did 


not fall among them. The plaintiffs had. 


relied mainly on Section 266 of the Local 
Government Act, 1933, which provided 
that a local authority could enter into con- 
tracts necessary for the discharge of its 
functions and also that all contracts made 
by an authority or one of its committees 
should be in accordance with standing 
orders. 

His lordship could not agree that this 
section affected the age-old requirement as 
to the necessity of a seal to bind a contract. 
He could find no words which would entitle 
him to say that if a corporation complied 
with its standing orders the seal was no 
longer necessary. ‘Though it may be dis- 
tasteful to give effect to a technical defence 
of this description it is a valid defence in 
law, and accordingly it follows that the 
action cannot be maintained,’ Lord Goddard 
concluded. 
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MODULAR SOCIETY 
New Products on Show 


"THE private exhibition held at the 

Building Centre for the Modular 
Society annual general meeting on 
Wednesday, November 7, attracted a 
great deal of interest. There were many 
old materials in new disguises, and a few 
really new products. There were 26 
exhibitors in all; the exhibits attracted 
more discussion than has many a larger 
exhibition in town. 

Among the miniature stands were 
Bowley Lattice Beams and Bowley 
Buildings, manufactured by Mackey 
Bowley Co. Ltd. The beams are of all 
welded lattice type consisting of channel 
booms and angle diagonals. Three 
depths of beam are made, 12, 20 and 
28 in. and they are supplied in any exact 
length up to 40 ft. It is intended that 
they should be used for either floors or 
roofs; in this latter role they are fabri- 
cated into Bowley Buildings. These 
buildings are made in five spans and 
three heights as standard; variations are 
economically provided. 

Cape Building Products were there 
showing some of the wide variety of 
surface finishes available on ‘Asbestolux.’ 
Another item was the Kahrs Laminated 
Floor, by Masters & Andren Ltd., which 
is a factory made sectional floor material 
made in three types, one load-bearing and 
two not, in oak and beech. 

Modular sized bricks, with circular 
holes, caused a great deal of interest. 
They were shown by Sussex & Dorking 
Brick Co. and should give the lie once 
and for all to the theory that the module 
must follow traditional brick sizes. 

The Modular Society, Ltd., would do 
well to foster this sort of show, financial 
backing being the bugbear.

Picton-street Experimental 
Contract 


At a London County Council meeting on 

November 6, Mr. NORMAN FARMER 
asked the chairman of the housing commit- 
tee whether, concerning the experimental 
contract being carried out at the Picton- 
street site, Camberwell, it was now possible 
for him to report on the progress of the 
experiment. 

Mr. W. G. FIsKE replied that a report 
to the housing committee was in prepara- 
fion and would be considered within the 
next few weeks. 

Sixty-six maisonettes were now occupied 
and the first 11-storey block of 80 dwellings 
would be handed over this month. The 
whole contract comprised 682 dwellings and 
was not due for completion until the end 
of 1957. Until. accounts had been analysed 
and audited, it was not possible to give 
details of costs, but it was expected that the 
experience gained in practical building tech- 
niques would justify the Council’s initiative 
in exploring the possibilities of this type of 
contract. 

Whether this type of contract would be 
continued would be considered by the hous- 
ing committee when the report was pre- 
sented. 
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THE WAGES DILEMMA 
Need for Re-establishing Respect for NJC Agreements 


From a Labour Correspondent 


( yN October 10 the executive councils 

of the trade unions affiliated to the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives met in concert and decided to 
submit a constitutional amendment to the 
national agreement through the National 
Joint Council for the Building Industry; 
sich amendment to have the effect of an 
increase on the basic rates of wages of 
44. per hour. 

The appropriate date for constitutional 
arnendment submissions is November 14, 
but they do not come before the NJC 
until its January meeting two months 
later. In the interim it is assumed that the 
‘.dherent bodies’.employ the time to 
consider the issues. 

After the wages resolutions at confer- 
ences of the Amalgamated Society of 
Woodworkers, and the Amalgamated 
Union of Building Trade Workers in 
June and July, respectively, there was 
little doubt that once again a wages claim 
would bé tabled: the only open question 
being how much. 

Since then a number of public state- 


ments have been made by leaders of the ° 


NFBTE which seem to indicate that a 
refusal will be given at the January 
meeting. More broadly, the Confedera- 
tion of British Employers has issued a 
statement [see The Builder, November 2] 
which appears unequivocal in its opposi- 
tion to further wage increases at the pre- 
sent time: the only exceptions envisaged 
being in the case of those who escaped 
the last general round. This stand is 
backed by a statistical argument which 
seeks to establish that average wages 
have risen since 1947 to a figure of 7 per 
cent. in excess of that warranted by price 
rises, 


Employers’ Opposition 


It is usual, of course, for spokesmen 
of employing organisations to express 
opposition to a wages claim before it is 
heard; discouragement of this kind being 
calculated to produce a favourable 
negotiating climate. On the present occa- 
sion, however, the iteration has a sharper 
ring to it than has been heard since the 


‘ war, and this is obviously not uncon- 


nected with the gathering clouds of the 
credit squeeze and the prospect of limited 
unemployment both of operatives and 
plant. 

With the same probabilities in mind, 
many in the trades unions hold the view 
that the current application may well 
prove to be the last for some time in 
which the setting is one of full, or nearly 
full, employment. Thus, it looks as 
though the milieu may provide the stage 
for a struggle of proportions which has 
not been witnessed since the great mass 
demonstrations of 1947. ; 

The rdéle of the Government in this has 
already been made very clear by the 
siatements of Mr. Macmillan. He, as the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, has said— 
by an appropriate accident just before 
the Brighton TUC meeting—that to raise 


wages at this time would be a blow at 
the Government’s strenuous attempts to 
master inflation and the attainment of a 
price plateau. 

When the answering case of the build- 
ing employers comes to be presented at 
the January meeting of the NJC it would 
be surprising if it did not invoke the 
Government’s attitude to buttress its own. 
The trades unions will not find it easy to 
deny cohesion and logic to the economic 
policies of the Government, and whilst 
it seems a couple of centuries since Mr. 
Butler made his pre-election statement in 
1955 that we could double the standards 
of living within 25 years, there can be 
small argument to the postulate that the 
nation has been consuming more than 
it earns. 


Sharing the Cake 


We come to the obvious question of 
how the cake is to be shared. The unions 
are convinced that a cautious and gradual 
shift of emphasis is, and has been, taking 
place in the shape of tax reliefs for high 
incomes, removal of the last vestiges of 
food subsidies, increased health service 
charges, destruction in two careful stages 
of rent control, and 100 per cent. in- 
crease in rates of interest. They contend 
that the whole operation has been 
masked by an ephemeral and spurious 
prosperity based on the lifting of export 
quotas and the opening of the home mar- 
ket for luxury and semi-luxury goods and 
services. They say there can be only one 
end to such a rake’s progress: serious 
damage to our export markets and a 
consequent blow to the nation’s ability 
to earn its living in a competitive world. 

The construction industries are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to the credit squeeze, 
indeed, much of the squeezing is speci- 
ally directed at it, and what the unions 
have foremost in mind is that earnings 
since 1947 have had small relation to the 
basic rates of wages. Those extra earnings 
in the form of overtime and bonuses 
would obviously disappear extremely 
rapidly as soon as there were slightly 
more jobs than men. Moreover, they are 
not subject to the control of the NJC 
and, therefore, negotiations for their 
removal would not be necessary. On the 
jobs, for the past nine years, the size of 
the wage packet has been related to the 
unselective law of supply and demand 
and, if the larger contractors are honest, 
there has been little concern so long as 
each project showed a reasonable profit. 

The medium and smaller firms, relying 
as they do on the maintenance bread-and- 
butter sector, have not been happy: they 
have often complained that their repre- 
sentatives have been too easy going and 
weak in negotiations with the operatives. 
In this they have been inaccurate. It 
would have been nearer the mark to have 
criticised the extra payments that have 
been made which have had little or no 
relation to the principles of the incentive 
bonus agreement or the National Work- 
ing Rules. But, of course, this would 
have been difficult because they, too, 
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have been bidding in a short labour 
market—albeit though forced to by the 
glittering prizes offered to operatives by 
the larger contractors. 

Curiously enough, the standard rates 
have enjoyed greater authority outside 
the building industry proper. The 
nationalised industries, health services, 
local authorities, and many private con- 
cerns employ in total a significant pro- 
portion of the craftsmen (one estimate is 
30 per cent.) and the wage rates applic- 
able are either precisely the same or very 
similar to those prescribed by the NIC. 

It is reasonably certain that some 50 
per cent. of the members of the building 
unions do not receive bonuses or plus 
rates; neither do they normally work 
overtime, and it is mainly from this 
source that pressure is exerted on the 
national leaderships through strongly 
worded branch resolutions and hard 
debates at the annual conferences. Thus, 
it would be misleading to assume that the 
present wages claim is merely the child 
of the professional advocates who have 
one eye cocked to their next election. 

The existing Grade A craft rate for a 
full 44 hours produces a gross figure of 
£9 8s. 10d., which is considerably below 
that earned in most factory industries by 
unskilled and semi-skilled workers. At 
the same time it would be unwise for the 
union leaders to argue that real wages 
have fallen. Taking the 1947 (September) 
settlement of 2s. 9d. Grade A, together 
with the then new retail prices index of 
100, the present index of 158 equates a 
58 per cent. rise to a figure of 4s. 4d. per 
hour—a mere 4d. per hour above the 
current rate. 

A better base for their case would be 
that output per man hour has risen dur- 
ing most of the nine years since 1947 
and that, whilst this is not solely due to 
individual effort, the operatives who are 
tied to the standard rates have received 
no benefit from the increased produc- 
tivity. No doubt this would be answered 
by citing incentive bonus earnings, but 
this would throw into relief the whole 
unsatisfactory picture of bonus and the 
almost anarchic free enterprise in its 
operation. 


Higher Living Standards 


The fears of the smaller and medium 
contractors that a further general wage 
increase would exacerbate their existing 
difficulties, and stiffen their particular 
market even more than the credit 
squeeze, are real and sincere. On the 
other side of the shield is the struggle of 
the standard rate operative to maintain 
his economic position vis-a-vis his 
neighbours in other industries. Living 
standards, besides prices, have risen since 
1947, and household equipment, like 
television sets, washing machines, and 
refrigerators, have become the norm in 
many working-class areas. So, too, has a 
general improvement in standards of 
wearing apparel. it can be argued with 
some force that a craftsman who spends 
five years of apprenticeship plus evening 
classes deserves at least as much earning 
capacity as a labourer in an engineering 
factory. 

The whole position seems to call for 
considerable ingenuity on the part of the 
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negotiators—of both sides. It may well 
be that the time has arrived for a funda- 
mental reassessment of the wages agree- 
ment, whether, for instance, a sliding 
scale which reflects approximately 50 per 
cent. of the rises of the Retail Prices 
Index is a really satisfactory measuring 
instrument. But, more importantly, the 
industry should make up its mind on 
what it wants to do with incentive bonus, 
because a solution to this problem could 
provide both healthy stimulus and in- 
creased earnings. There is small prospect 
of incentive bonus ever becoming an in- 
tegral part of the industry unless there 
is a penalty on its non-operation, and, 
obviously, an in lieu bonus rate at, say, 
50 per cent. of average bonus earnings 
offers advantages in that it would be an 
encouragement for employers to adopt 
schemes based on a measured output. 

If bold action of this kind were under- 
taken—including the national establish- 
ment of targets and actual bonus rates— 
there is no reason why there should not 
be a simultaneous attack on unproductive 
and expensive overtime. This question is 
already receiving attention in some 
regions but its approach has been in- 
hibited by uninformed Press treatment. 
Fuller publicity might be given to the 
deleterious effects of overtime for over- 
time’s sake and the fact that it is shunned 
in countries like the USA. 

On any showing the building opera- 
tive on the standard rate is not overpaid; 
however, his position is bedevilled by 
earnings on many construction jobs, the 
level of which has sometimes astonished 
district organisers of the unions. A solu- 
tion must surely lie in the recapture of 
control and authority by the NJC and 
re-establishment of respect for its agree- 
ments. In the present context. average 
earnings are meaningless, neither is a 
bleak and uncompromising negative 
blessed with constructive thought. 

It is probable that these considerations 
are not unknown to the leadership of 
both employers and operatives, and it is 
to be hoped that these harassed men 
can escape the prison of their respective 
doctrinaires—at least by next January. 


APPRENTICESHIP. IN THE 
NORTH-EAST 


{ Concern at Lack of Interest 


BUILDING trade unions and employers in 
the North-East are concerned at the lack of 
interest in the industry’s apprenticeship 
scheme, and the lack of facilities for provid- 
ing further education on the subject. It is 
estimated that only 30 per cent. of the 
youths entering the industry, or only half the 
national average, take up apprenticeship. 
Many apprentices are not completing their 
terms of apprenticeship. 

Mr. J. W. HARPER, secretary of the Tyne 
branch of the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trade Operatives, said recently that both 
employers and unions were agreed that the 
subject of indentures needed more ‘serious 
consideration, and steps were to be taken to 
have the apprenticeship agreement more 
strictly adhered to. It appeared that some 
method of vetting new entrants to the indus- 
try would be needed, if standards were to 
improve. 
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London Master Builders’ Association 
CONFERENCE ON BUILDING EDUCATION 


HE theme of the LMBA’s annual 

conference on Education in the 
Building Industry, which was held at 
Ironmongers’ Hall, in the City of London, 
on November 7, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Kenneth C. F. Foster, President, 
LMBA, was the training of craftsmen. 

Opening the conference, which, in 
addition to members of the LMBA 
Council, was attended by representatives 
of the technical colleges throughout 
London and of the City and Guilds of 
London Institute, Mr. Foster said that at 
previous conferences they had discussed 
various aspects of education as it 
affected the building industry, concen- 
trating last year on training for manage- 
ment. This year they were devoting the 
whole of the time at their disposal to the 
subject of training craftsmen. 

While traditional construction and the 
combination of the traditional with new 
techniques would survive, they must face 
the fact that with the introduction of new 
architectural styles, new materials and 
the increase in the number of factory- 
made components which required only 
assembly, some changes would become 
necessary in craft training. It was to 
that aspect of the subject that he par- 
ticularly invited their attention. 

Mr. Foster announced (as_ briefly 
reported in our last issue) that Mr. F. H. 
Towle, MA, until recently headmaster of 
Royal Wolverhampton School, has been 
appointed Education and Training Officer 
to the LMBA. He will act as Clerk to 
the Board of Administration, set-up last 
year under the chairmanship of Mr. L. J. 
Holloway to organise the pupilship and 
studentship schemes through which 
public school and grammar school boys 
are trained for employment in the techni- 
cal and administrative sides of the build- 
ing industry. 


A Heavy Agenda 


Altogether, some 20 items that had 
been submitted for discussion were down 
on the agenda, covering most of the out- 
standing problems affecting craft training. 
Mr. K. J. PEARCE, chairman of the 
LMBA’s apprenticeship committee, raised 
the question of whether apprentices 
should be expected to attend evening 
classes two or three evenings a week; the 
deed of apprenticeship only required 
attendance twice a week, he pointed out. 
Representatives of the technical colleges 
were unanimous that attendance of three 
evenings a week was necessary (if not 
compulsory) if the apprentice was to sit 
for the full technological certificate of the 
City and Guilds of London Institute. 

The South East London Technical 
College raised the question of whether 
the City and Guilds examinations in their 
present form were attainable by all good 
craftsmen and, if not, what other form 
of examination less theoretical could be 
recommended. Mr. WarREN thought that 
perhaps we had too much nostalgia for 
the medieval form of apprenticeship, and 
suggested that other methods of training 
might be tried. The main difference now 
and ‘between medieval’ times, he sug- 


gested, was that the period was no longer 
seven years and there was far less chance 
of marrying the boss’s daughter at the 
end of it! 

Mr. K. J. PEARCE referred to the block 
release system—say three periods of ie- 
lease of 14 days each in the year instead 
of day release—which was now the sub- 
ject of pilot schemes at Bristol and 
Salisbury. He felt quite sure that, once 
they got over the early difficultics, 
employers would welcome block release, 
Mr. D. A. G. READ (Brixton School of 
Building) said he would like to see more 
attention paid to the purpose of appren- 
ticeship. The idea that it was to make 
a skilled manual worker more skilled was, 
he thought, mistaken; rather the advan- 
tage was the increased mental awareness 
about the job that apprenticeship gave, 
and as building methods changed more 
and more this would become of increas- 
ing importance. 


Introduction of New Methods 


Another interesting question, raised on 
behalf of Mr. A. W. Yeomans (LMBA), 
was whether the time Japse between the 
adoption of new methods and materials 
and their inclusion in class instruction 
could be reduced. Mr. Cox (SE Essex 
Technical College) said that technical 
colleges looked to the very large number 
of part-time lecturers at the colleges to 
keep them up to date in such matters, but 
builders should not expect too much. 
Another speaker spoke of the value to 
students of films, visits to sites and 
demonstrations. 

The Brixton School of Building raised 
the question of whether the conference 
thought that sufficient regard was paid to 
the nature and scope of the work of the 
apprentice to ensure that he had oppor- 
tunity in all aspects of his particular craft. 
Mr. E. J. ELMEs said that the apprentice 
was very much dependent on his employer 
to give him some experience in the broad 
scope of his work. The technical schools 
could not do everything by way of train- 
ing. Mr. D. E. Woopsine ParisH 
(LMBA) referred to methods in Holland, 
where apprentices had a book listing the 
types of work which employers were 
expected to give them, which included a 
full range of experience. Something like 
this over here would help solve the prob- 
lem, he suggested. 

Mr. GERALD Hitt (LMBA) appealed 
for the help of the technical colleges in 
guiding boys into the right course. At 
present, he said, too large a proportion 
of boys went in for carpentry, and he 
hoped that principals would help to get 
a better balance into the trades. 

A full report of the conference is being 
prepared by the LMBA and will be issued 
in due course.

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THE RENT BILL 
Summary of the Main 


Provisions 


(THE Ministry of Housing and Local 

Government have issued the following 
notes on the Rent Bill, which was published 
on November 7. The term ‘ house’ includes 
flats and dwellings of any kind. 


Present Position 


There are in all about 15m. houses 
(134m. in England and Wales and 14m. in 
Scotland). 

Under the Rent Acts, privately-owned 
|ouses with a rateable value of not more 
taan £100 in the Metropolitan Police Dis- 
trict, £90 in Scotland and £75 elsewhere are 
now subject to rent restriction when let un- 
furnished. Some 114m. houses come within 
these ranges. Over 54m. of them are let 
unfurnished at controlled rents. Of the 
remainder, nearly 43m. are at present in 
owner-occupation, and about half a million 
are let furnished. 

Comparatively few controlled rents were 
fixed later than 1939, and many are based 
(with percentage increases) on rents paid 
before the First World War. These con- 
trolled rents vary widely, even for identical 
houses in the same street. 

Under the Furnished Houses (Rent 
Control) Act, 1946. and the Rent of Fur- 
nished Houses Control (Scotland) Act, 1943, 
occupants of furnished houses can apply to 
have their rents fixed by a Rent Tribunal. 


Main Objects of Bill 


The broad objects of the Bill are: — 


(a) to provide means for the progres- 
sive abolition of rent control; 


(b) to establish, for houses which remain 
in control in England and Wales, revised 
rent limits, more in keeping with the 
present-day value of money and the cost 
of maintenance; and 


(c) to permit, in Scotland, an increase 
in controlled rents, subject to certain con- 
ditions. 


Progressive Abolition of Control 


The Bill contains the following provisions 
for releasing houses from rent control :— 


(a) The Rent Acts will cease to apply 
to: (i) about 43m. houses (nearly 44m. in 
England and Wales and rather over 4m. 
in Scotland) which are at present in 
owner-occupation, but which, if let un- 
furnished, would be subject to rent 
control; (ii) houses which at any time fall 
vacant. 


(b) The limits of rateable value, below 
which the Rent Acts operate, are to be 
lowered to £40 in the Metropolitan Police 
District and Scotland, and to £30 else- 
where, This will have the effect of releas- 
ing from control about 800,000 houses 
now let at controlled rents (190,000 in the 
Metropolitan Police District, 560,000 in 
other parts of England and Wales and 
60,000 in Scotland). 


(c) Power is given to decontrol from 
time to time further categories of houses 
by Order, subject to approval by Parlia- 
ment. 


(d) The procedure for fixing rents for 
lettings of furnished houses by Rent 
Tribunals will cease to apply to houses 
which, if unfurnished, would be outside 
the scope of the Rent Acts. 


The above provisions for decontrol will 
not apply to houses :— 


(a) of which the landlord gains vacant 
possession as a result of statutory action 
to reduce overcrowding; 


(b) which are subject to statutory 
tenancies created at the end of long leases 
under the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954. 


In respect of formerlv requisitioned 
houses, of which the landlord has accepted 
the occupant as a statutory tenant (under 
Section 4 of the Requisitioned Houses Act, 
(1955), the provisions for decontrol will not 
take effect until 1965, or until the present 
tenant leaves (whichever is the earlier). 

Landlords of unfurnished houses which 
are decontrolled will be required to give six 
months’ notice of an increase in rent or of 
notice to quit. 

The decontrol cf houses of higher rate- 
able value and of owner-occupied houses 
will leave nearly 5m. houses let at controlled 
rents (about 600,000 in the Metropolitan 
Police District, nearly 33m. in other parts 
of England and Wales and about 650,000 
in Scotland). 


ENGLAND AND WALES 
(The measures outlined below are not 
applicable to Scotland.) 


Revised Rent Limits 


For houses in England and Wales which 
remain controlled, revised rent limits are 
fixed. These will be calculated on a uniform 
basis, by reference to the Gross Value of 
the house in the 1956 Valuation Lists. Since 
the Gross Values of houses in the 1956 
Valuation Lists represent their estimated 
letting value in 1939, it is necessary to multi- 
ply this by an appropriate factor to take 
some account of the change in conditions 
since then. 


The new rent limits (exclusive of rates and 
service charges) will be at the annual rate 
of :— 


(a) twice the Gross Value, in the normal 
case where the landlord is responsible for 
all repairs (other than interior decoration); 


(b) 14 times the Gross Value. where 
the landlord is not responsible for any 
repairs at all; and 


(c) 24 times the Gross Value, in the 
exceptional case where the landlord is 
responsible for interior decoration as well 
as all other repairs. 


The lardiord is required to give three 
months’ notice of any increase in rent and. 
for the first six months thereafter, the in- 
crease must not be more than 7s. 6d. a week. 


Houses in Bad Repair 


In England and Wales, the Bill provides 
for the reduction of the new rent limits 
where the house is in disrepair and protects 
the tenant against an increase in rent, unless 
the house is in good repair or the landlord 
undertakes to make it so. 

On receipt of a demand for an increase 
in rent, the tenant may serve a notice on his 
landlord specifying repairs which he con- 
siders necessary, and asking the landlord for 
an undertaking that he will carry them out. 
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If, after giving such an undertaking, the 
landlord does not, within six months, com- 
plete the repairs agreed between him and the 
tenant, then any rent increase which may 
meanwhile have taken effect, will be sus- 
pended until they are completed. In addi- 
tion, the tenant will be entitled to make 
deductions from the rent until the whole of 
the extra rent charged has been refunded 
or until the repairs are completed. 

Failing agreement between landlord and 
tenant as to what repairs are necessary (and 
assuming that the landlord does not with- 
draw his demand for an increase in rent), 
the tenant may apply to the local authority 
for a Certificate of Disrepair. 

The issue of a Certificate of Disrepair for 
which application was made within the six 
months following a demand for an increase 
in rent will have the effect of suspending 
any such rent increase until the repairs are 
done (or, if the rent increase has already 
come into operation, of annulling it with 
retrospective effect to the date of the appli- 
cation). 

If within three weeks of being informed 
that the local authority intend to issue a 
Certificate of Disrepair, the landlord gives 
an undertaking to carry out the repairs, the 
certificate will not be issued, and the pro- 
cedure outlined above [paragraph begin- 
ning ‘On receipt of. . . .”] will be followed. 
A Certificate of Disrepair may be annulled, 
in whole or in part, by the County Court. 

{n addition to the above provisions a 
tenant whose annual rent (exclusive of rates 
and service charges) is more than 14 times 
the Gross Value of the house will be able at 
any time in the future to apply for a Certifi- 
‘cate of Disrepair which (if issued and until 
revoked on completion of the repairs) will 
have the effect of reducing the rent limit to 
14 times the Gross Value, i.e., the same as 
if the landlord were not responsible for any 
repairs at all. 

No increase in rent whatsoever is per- 
mitted if the house is in a slum clearance 
area or is otherwise subject to statutory pro- 
ceedings for unfitness. 


SCOTLAND 


IN SCOTLAND (writes our Parliamentary 
correspondent) about 60,000 rented houses 
will be decontrolled. The procedure for 
securing this will be the same as in England 
and Wales, but the rent provisions differ 
substantially in Scotland, because there will 
not be available there, until 1961, new valua- 
tions which could be used as a basis of per- 
manent rent structure. 

The existing rent provisions of the Rent 
Acts and the Housing (Repairs and Rents) 
(Scotland) Act, 1954, will be continued 
except that the amount of the repairs in- 
crease under the Scottish Act of 1954, will 
be raised from two-fifths to one-half of the 
1954 recoverable rent, and a new alternative 
increase of one-quarter of the 1954 recover- 
able rent is introduced. 

To secure the increase in the repairs in- 
crease the house must not be in disrepair 
or unfit and the landlord must show that 
he has spent a specified minimum amount on 
the repairs in the qualifying period. The 
alternative increase cannot be charged by 
the landlord at the same time as the repairs 
increase, and is subject to the same condi- 
tions as the repairs increase, except that 
requiring proof of past expenditure on 
repairs.

Employment Situation 


(THE monthly bulletin of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service, giving 
figures of the employment situation in the 
building and contracting industry at the end 
of September, shows that during the month 
there was an increase of 6,000.

Flint Development 


Following the proposal by the Flintshire 
County Council to carry out an extensive 
road-widening scheme, it has been decided 
to redevelop Flint town centre. The de- 
velopment, for which the council is inviting 
schemes, will consist of 14 shops with office, 
storage or living accommodation above. 
The closing date for submission of schemes 
is December 3. 

Birmingham Overspill 

Dawley (Shropshire) Urban Council has 
agreed to start building 200 houses for Bir- 
mingham overspill. At the meeting on 
November 7 Clir. John Clayton said that 
the building of houses for Birmingham was 
a pilot scheme. Radnorshire County Plan- 
ning Committee, on November 5, agreed in 
principle to Llandrindod Wells district be- 
coming an overspill area for Birmingham. 


TENDERS BY ‘OUTSIDE’ 
FIRMS 


Evesham Builders’ Protest 


EVESHAM RuRAL DISTRICT COUNCIL’S de- 
cision to invite a firm from outside the area 
to tender for a housing contract in competi- 
tion with local builders was criticised at the 
annual dinner of the Evesham and District 
Association of Building Trades Employers 
on November 2. The ‘ outside’ firm, who 
‘build ‘ Homeville’ traditional type houses, 
claimed they could cut the cost of council 
houses by reducing overheads and by 
standardisation. 

Mr. A. R. MANSELL, vice-president of the 
Association, said: ‘A recent Press report 
of the proceedings of the Evesham RDC was 
the first intimation we had that some mem- 
bers and officials of the council were of the 
opinion that local builders’ costs were far 
too high, and that negotiations were in pro- 
gress with an outside firm, who, we are given 
to understand, can build much more cheaply. 

‘The implications of these remarks were 
far too strong to be overlooked by the mem- 
bers of our Association, and we were com- 
pelled to put this important matter into its 
right perspective by addressing a letter to 
the Press setting out not only our point of 
view but the true facts regarding fair com- 
petition.’ 

Mr. Mansell said he would like to under- 
line certain points which the Association 
wished to emphasise. ‘First, let us be 
quite clear that all tendering for housing 
in the area is by open competition and is 
normally advertised in the Press. The RDC 
are naturally anxious to economise in their 
housing programme and they appear at last 
to have come to the conclusion that stand- 
ardisation and simplification should be their 
Objective. In this I am sure they have the 
support of all local builders. In fact, it 
is a principle they have long supported.’

BRITAIN’S LAND 
SHORTAGE 


Possibility of Coastal 
Reclamation 


“Q(‘ANNOT modern engineering make 

possible the addition to our scarce 
land resources, of, say, a quarter of a million 
acres around our coast?’ PRoFEssor L. 
Dup.ey Stamp asked members of the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers on November 1, 
when speaking on’ ‘The Conservation of 
Land Resources.’ 


He had previously said that the people of 
England, Wales and Scotland had only 0.55 
of an acre of cultivable land as against the 
1} acre necessary to support a human being. 
Even in India there were about 24 acres per 
head, while the countries of the Continent 
were also better placed than ourselves. 


Although the needs of industry must be 
put in the forefront of the demands made on 
land, Professor Stamp doubted whether it 
was wise to lay down extravagant standards 
for housing as in some of the new towns, 
where 6,000 acres were being used to accom- 
modate only 60,000 people. 


‘Airports are extravagant of land but 
necessary. We need at least a small num- 
ber of new main motorways, which are more 
important than tinkering with our present 
medieval system, but we cannot afford the 
huge cloverleaf junctions and the wide 
verges of the American roads,’ he said. 


He ended by suggesting that there seemed. 
a great need for the civil engineer to come to 
the rescue. Chinese farmers exchanged 
soil of different types so that all had a fertile 
loam. With the development of modern 
earth moving machinery it seemed possible 
that it might soon be profitable to shift good 
soil so as to bring hitherto useless land 
under cultivation.
